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PREFACE 


In the Monthly General Meeting for August 18C4 of the 
Asiatic Society of Bengal Calcutta Dr W N Lees one of the 
Vice Presidents of the Society read a memorandum ^ detailmg 
the progress of Persian histoncil works in the Bibliotheca Indica 
series and the policy decided on m connection with the pubhcation 
of such Morks In discussing the projected pubhcation of the 
Muniakhab al Tawarilh or the Tanth i Badaoni which had 
been suggested by Mr E B Con ell m 1862 he referred to the 
TanUi t Ni^amt or the Tabaqat t Akban as a very important 
work of reference and added that it is well v, orth consideration 
however whether in conjunction with this work i\e should not 
publish in lieu thereof a certain portion of the Tabaqat i Akban 
which Abd al Qadir professes only to h ive abridged and v hich 
all later historians have made good use of the consideration 
of this suggestion however was deferred to a future meetmg 
In 1868 he vrote ^ it is inconceivable to me why so erroneous 
an estimate seems to have been formed of the Tabakat i Akhar 
8hah% that it has not attracted more attention It is the history 
which joins on to the Tanhh t Ftroz Shakt and is admitted 
by all contemporary and subsequent authors to be the standard 
history in continuation of those aiithonties Unquestionably 
then the thread of the narrative as given by Nizam ud dm 
Ahmad should be taken up where the authors of the Tarikh % 
Ftroz Shahi have dropped it giving him the preference to Abd 
al Ivadir of Badaon or any other author however excellent 
Blochmann ^ in 1869 remarked It is a matter of regret that 
the printing of the Tabaqat i Nizam i BakhshI was allowed to be 
deferred Unfortunately nothing" further happened till the

issued ui 1913 After this date the voik icmaim d in abidance 
till the autlior was induced to take it uj) again in Aneiist lOJ"), 
and publication of the text and lianslation of the lii-^t \oluine 
ending with the fall of the Afghan Kings of Dehli v a‘' coinpkU d 
in 1927 The second volume of the text, ending vith the 3Sth 
year of Akbar’s reign and accounts of the Amhs of high lank, 
the Shail^s of Hindustan, the Halims and the poets of the icign 
of Akbar, was issued in 1931, vliile the punting of the English 
translation rvas completed in I93G — some 4 yeaii aftei tlic dratli 
of Mr De The text of the thud volume vas completed In 
Shams-id-‘Ulama Idiaii Bahadiii ITida-\,it Hosain fiom an in- 
complete manuscript prcjiared In jMi De in 1935 The vork 
of editmg and completing the thud volume of the tiaiislation 
was assigned to me m April 1939, it was hoped that I v ould have 
the collaboration of Prof Slahfuz-ul-Haqq in this voik, but this 
has not been possible The fiist half of the volume uas 
pubhshed in July and the concluding part is now issued 

It IS a matter of regret that a histoiical woik of such im- 
portance, which the Society hoped in 1864 to publish at an oaily 
date, should have been delayed foi almost thiee quartcib of a 
century, but this was due to a vaiietj’" of causes among vliich 
may be mentioned several large worlcs v Inch wcie being pubhshed 
by the Society, lack of funds and probably also the issue of a 
hthograph edition of the Tahaqnt b}’- the Kewal Inshore Press, 
Lucknow, m 1876

The author is variousty styled as Mixza Nizamu-d-drn 
Ahmad, Khwajah Nizamu-d-din Ahmad or Nizami {vide Lowe’s 
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translation of MuntaUiabitt lauartkh vol H p 479 
1924) In Maafhir ul Umara ho is called Riwajah Nizamiiddm 
Ahmad while by Abu 1 Fad! ^ Mir Abu Turab ~ Firishtah and 
others the appellation of Bal^shi is added after his name 

Unfortunately tlie information about the hfo of tlie author 
IS vorj hmited and the tuo accounts in Maaihirvl Umara ^ 
and bj Elhot^ seem to bo based only on casual references in 
Tabaqat * Atbari. Atbamama A tn t Alban and Mxtnialhab ul 
luhab None of tho authors givo tho date or joar of the birth 
of ^wajah Isizamuddln Aliniad and tho information in this 
connection from contemporaiy sources is rather conflicting 
Mrs Beveridge in her translation of Babur Nama ® states that 
Nizamuddm Ahmad was not bom till 20 years after Babur s 
death As Babur died on Juinada I 937 a h (December 
26 1630 A D ) this would mean that tho Khwajah uas born 
m 956 or 957 An (1549 or 1650 ad) According to AI 
Badaonl (tide Lowe op ctl pp 411 412) Mlrzu >nzamuddin 
Ahmad died at tho ago of forty five in tho 38th >ear of Ahbar s 
reign of a burning fever on tho 23rd Safar 1003 A H (7tli 
November 1694 ad) uhich would mean that ho was born 
some time in 958 a n (1651 ad) According to Shaikh 
Dahdad Taidl Sirhindi tho author of Albar Nama {vide Dowson 
\n Elliot 8 History of Indxa vol VI p 130 1876) ho died at the ago 
of nearly 48 years on tho 22nd Safar 1003 a n in the 39th year

Unfoitunatch we ha\c veiy little infoimation about 
Kliwajah Kizamuddin Ahmad’s ancestr\ beyond the tact that 
he was the son of Kliwajah ]\hiqim ILiiavi (ol lleiat), vho vns 
one of Babur’s officials and about the clo-^e of his leimi ^\as the 
Diwan-i-hmjiifdi ^ Aftei the death of Babui, 'wlicn Gujarat 
was conqueicd b\ Kumajuin and the pioMiice of Ahmadrihad 
was entrusted to Jliiza ‘Askaii m 1535 A D , Klmajah Mnrjlm 
was appointed lus omzu He accompanied Huma\un to Agni 
when the latter fled after his defeat bj'^ Shci hhan Sui at Chau‘'a 
in Bihar on 26th June, 1539 Klmajah kluqlm aho, accoiding 
to the Tahaqat (De’s tianslation of vol I, p i) and MmVhv 'Vl- 
Umard, seived imdci Alcbai, this is again icfciicd to in the 
Tahaqat (De’s translation of vol II, p 336) wheic in the account 
of the twelfth j’^ear it is stated “the authoi’s fathci leniamed 
in Agra, performing goveininent -work ” 

We know very little about the earlier yea is of life oi the 
education of the young Ifliwajah, but accoidmg to Don son ^ 
he was one of the pupils of ‘Mulla All Shei a learned man, 
and the father of Faidi Sirhindi, the author of Alha7-Kd77ia 
There can be little doubt, however, that Nizainuddin Ahmad u as 
a well-educated and well-read 5 mung man who, “according to the 
instructions of his worthy father occupied himself u itli the 
study of historical works, which biightens the intellect of the

Ahmad proved a verj^ energetic officei, and successfully cairied 
out a protiacted campaign against iMuzaffai and his partisans 
in the Ran of Kach, and later subjugated the KoUs and Grdssi- 
yahs in the neighbouihood of Alimadnagai TTis skill as a 
commander and admimstratoi is indicated throughout all these 
campaigns by the fact of his skillfully aiianging the movements 
of the troops, attacking the enemj^ befoie its foices could be 
consolidated, his ruse for the relief of Alchar, launching vigoious 
rear attacks in various battles, the establishments of tJianas or 
military posts and the construction of forts 

This very successful teim of office culminated in the 
Khwajah’s being summoned to the Imperial Court in 996 A H , 
when A'zam Khan ivas appointed as the Goveinoi of Gujaiat ^

in the couise of tivelve days, and reached Lahore on the 3rd 
Namoz of the 35th year of Akbar’s reign Accorrling to Al- 
Badaoni Akbar gave orders that the camel-drivers should 
appear before him in the Mahjar in the same condition in which 
they had arrived, and they were a wonderful spectacle After 
that he received boundless favours from the Emperor, and gamed

31 untalc]iab-ul-hihdb by Muhammad Hashmi, better knoun 
by his mckname of lOiafi Klian, is a veiy valuable geneial Instoiy 
of India fiom the Muhammadan conquest to the leign of 
Muhammad Shah, Empeior of Delhi (1719-1748 ad) It vas 
published m 1145 ah (1732 ad) The author ^ states that 
Nizamuddin Haiawi, who u as one of the Baklishis of the Emperor 
Akbai, wrote a comprehensive history of the tventy-one Svbas 
of the Deccan and included in it the historv of Akbar up to the 
37th year of his reign His account of the Sultans of the Deccan 
m general is not rehable, and with reference to the accounts of 
the Sultans of this region the author has not come across aii}- 
other historical ivork, except that of Muhammad Qasim Firishtah, 
Avhich can be fully relied upon As Nizamuddin had, hou ever, 
been in the service of the Emperor Akbai thioughout his life, his

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narrative of the reign of this lung can be fully relied upon and he 
bases his account of the Panj ha an and Chahar kazan Amirs 
and of some of the religious great men and poets on the Tabaqut 

Alhar Nama of Shaikh Ilahdad Faidi Sirhmdi is according 
to Douson 1 except for the account of the ‘serMces rendered by 
his patron Shaikh Farid BuUian and some scraps of poetry 
and some wonderful stories , onlj a compilation from the 
Tabaqat and Albarnama of AbiiJ Fadl It ends nitli 1010 v n 
(1C02 AX>) the jear in n Inch Abu 1 Fadl g nork nas completed 

Various other historical works of a later date have either 
based their accounts on or borroued from the Tabaqat but it is 
not necessary to deal uith them here 

Of the authors in English it is only necessary to note that the 
T’aJag'ai IS regarded CHiot Erskinc Elliot and Don son Lees 
Ranking Wolseloy Hai^ Bom Prasad and others os amongst 
the best Persian histones and the most reliable sources of our 
information s 

It was tUc hrst comprehensive work which dealt with the 
history oflndia to thecxclusionoftheothcr Asiatic countries and 
m nhich the histones of dtflTtrent provinces ncre dealt in a strict 
historical sequence It must also bo romenibored that the author 
uas primarily a court official an administrator and a soldier 
not a waqiah nans or a court historian Histoiical a\ork i\as 
inth him a labour of love and bemg an officer with other 
more pressing duties this was carried out by him viith the help 
of his protdges under very unsettled conditions of life His 
viork also must not be judged by the modern standards 
As Elhot admirably summed up m his learned preface® the 
norks of the Muhammidan histonans can hardij be regarded 
as ranking higher than annals Thev comprise for the 
most part nothing but v mere narration of events conducted 
with reference to chronological sequence mthout speculation 
on causes or effects without a reflection or aUj-gestion nhich

ot ostiacism and even death iindei the despotic monnuhs dining 
whose times these histones veic compiled thcie could haidlv 
be any chance foi the development of indi\idual chaiaftei oi 
the expiession of mibias^vcd opinions In common vith the 
authors of the times, and this v.is not lestiictcd to jMuhammadan 
authois only, Islam in the Tahaqdt is l.iuded above all othei 
leligions, the Muhammedans aic of the tiue faith and all otheis 
aie infidels , vhen the foimci aic killed in battle oi otheiuise thej’' 
dunk “the cup of maityrdom”, vliilc the souls of the infidels 
“aie despatched to hell” Patiiotism and biaveiy of the 
Kafiis aic condemned in vcij’’ stiong teiins, vhile eien covaid- 
ice, intiigues, wholesale massacies and deseciation and demo- 
lition of the religious institutions of the Hindus are applauded 
All the same the authoi deseives fuU ciedit for being far m 
advance of his times and to a great extent fiee from rehgious 
bigotry when he, as against Hiya Baini, the authoi of the 
TdnMl-t-Fv uzshdM , who describes Ifiiusiau Ifiian on the occasion 
of his battle with Gliazi Malik “as the effeminate vaetcli vho 
could not bear the attack of men”, applauds him as “having 
with great bravery and courage fought to the end of the day ” ^ 

Simdaily in narrating the chivalrous treatment of Sultan 
Mahmud at the hands of Rana Sanka (Sangiama Singh, Rana 
of Mewar) and restoring to him the kingdom of Malwali after 
the former’s defeat and capture by the latter, Klivajah Nizam- 
uddin^ shows himself a true liistoiian untiammeUed bj’’ any 
religious bigotry or piejudices In dealing vuth Akbar, his 
king and patron, he employs the usual eulogistic high sounding

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titles and phrases but cannot like Abu 1 FadI i be accu'sed of 
uncouth flattery both in form and stjle or of ^nlful conceal 
ment of facts As a historian he casuallj mentions the Divine 
Faith but does not go into any great detail regarding the 
obser\ ances of the faith or criticize the Emperor Abu 1 Fadl 
and an\ of the other followers He ivas wTitmg a historj of the 
penod from personal observations and information collected 
from all uailable sources and has succeeded more than anj 
other author of his time in producing what Doivson^ rightly 
stjles a contemporarj historj of very high authority 

The Tabaqat does not evhibit much literarj talent and is 
not written in an\ ornate stjle The language is fairlj simple 
and Mgorous but not grandiose and highlj polished it is 
more of the Afghan type which is quite different from the 
almost pure Persian of Iran used by Finshtah or Mulla 
Abd ul Baqi Naharandi the author of Maathxr i Rahtmi 
Arabic quotations are onlj spannglj U'ted but the dates are 
invariablj gi\en in Arabic rather than Persian The narrative 
owing to long sentences is often involved rather disjointed and 
even fragmentarj but as few metapliors and similes are used 
there is seldom anj difficult in compreliendmg the exact 
meaning of the author

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near the Cornwallis Square His paients weie Kayasthas and, 
as the aiithoi wiites, belonged to “the middle class section of 
well-born or as they aie commonly called hlicidialoL people” 
His mother was one of the gaihldtd Basu families of Anaipui 
His early days weie spent paitty in the home of his matenial 
ancestors and paitly in his paternal home at Bh.nianipur 'which 
in those days formed one of the suburbs of Calcutt a Bi ajendi a- 
nath was the eldest child of the family, and though he had 
nine or ten hrotheis and sisieis, all except one died in their 
infancy The author remaiks “it is, theicfoie, cuiious that I 
have lived so long, and on the whole have enjoyed such lemark- 
ably good health I have no doubt that it is due to the fact 
that I have hved an abstemious, active and legular life, have 
taken consideiahle care of mj^self and have been moie or less 
w''ell-occupied ” Duimg his childhood, howevei, he suffeied 
from vaiious ailments, hut he notes that he was in good health 
from 1862 onwards wdien his father migrated to Luclmow 
He was very fond of lehgious stones and sanliitans (lehgious 
musical performances in honoui of Krishna or Vishnu) and 
apparently these greatly impressed him durmg the eailv yeais 
of his life He was a favourite compamon of his grandmothei, 
and hei austeie, rehgious and simple life gieatly influenced 
him in his yomigei days 

Like all Hindu hoys of the period, he had to go through 
what was known as the hate khari (chalk in hand) ceiemony 
This took place wdien he was 5 years old, on the ‘ Snpanchami 
and Saraswah Puja’ day, the old familj’' priest after offermg 
‘ pujas to the family Sahgram and Saj asivah ’ (the Goddess of 
Learning) placed a small cylmdrical piece of hard grey chalk 
in the boy’s right hand and guided him in waitmg the entire 
Bengah alphabet on the hard floor of the room where the cere- 
mony was performed Tn connection with his eaiher education 
the author remarks, “My father had a deep-rooted antipathy 
equally to mdigenous pathsalas and to missionary schools, 
which was perfectly justified in the case of the former, hut not 
so well in the case of the latter, and I therefore never went to 
any institution of either of these classes ” He w'^as first sent to 
a school in Chakraheria, but soon afterwards was transferred 
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to the Nindan Brothere Academj both these institutions were 
located m Bhawinipur He then migrated to a school in Chor 
bagan and later to the Colootolah Branch School no^ kno^vn as 
the Hare School and it ivas here that he ivas educated up to 
the Vth standard 

The migration of his father to Lueknou in 1862 to take up 
his appointment in Government service has already been men 
tioned but the familj includmg the young Brajendranath did 
not join him till 1865 Lucknow in those dajs as the author 
remarks was in every waj different from Calcutta The men 
and women were differenth built more sturdy and stalwart 
than tbe puny men and women we bad known in Calcutta They 
were differently dressed and spoke a different language The 
houses uere built in i different style and in fact 

the entire atmosphere was quite different from that of Calcutta 
At Lucknow voung Brajendranath was idmitted in the 
Cannmg School which later developed into the Canning College 
and finally into the Lucknow UniveR>it} of the present day 
it was there that he suddenly blossomed forth into what he 
styles a ventible prodigj In spite of the fact that he was 
greatly handicapped by having to learn an entirelj new second 
language he reached the top of his class at the end of 8 9 months 
and for the six or seven years during which he was at this school 
he was always at the top of his class He passed the Entrance 
(the 3Iatriculation) Exammation m December 1867 m the Isfc 
division The Intermediate Examination he passed m 1869 
standing 4th in order of merit in the whole of the Calcutta 
University He passed the B A Exammation in the 1st division 
and after studjung for a few months more the M A Exam 
mation m the Ist class in 1871 

He started studying Sanskrit for his Intermediate Exam 
ination and his fondness for this language contmued unabated 
to the end of his hfe Dunng this penod also he started learnmg 
Persian with a Maulvi (Persian teacher) at home who accordmg 
to the author was given the magmficent monthly salary of 
Rs 4 for two hours tuition eveiy day With this Mauhx 
he ust-d to read vanous Inahaa or collection of letters among 
whicli he mentions Inaha i Madhuram Even at this age 
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young Brajendranath was vciy good in languages, particularly 
m English, Sanskrit and Persian, but he nas lather deficient 
in Matheniaties, and in spite of haul uoik he uas not able to 
make up this deficiency 

After passing the M A Examination and even before he 
had been thinking of going to ISiigland to compete foi the Indian 
Civil Seivice, the authoiities of the Canning College, m view 
of his biilhant caieei, lecoinmended the an aid to him of a scholar- 
ship of Rs 200 a month, but the Chief Coinmissionci of the 
provmco turned down the pioposal on the grounds of his being 
a Bengali and the son of a ministeiial officer of the Govcinmcnt 
The College authoiities, howevci, aw aided him a scholar'ship of 
Rs 60 a month foi a period of about 6 months till he could 
appeal in the open competitive examination for the Indian Civil 
Service The familj’- finances at the time weie in none too 
flourishmg a condition, so in the middle of Juty, 1872, young 
Brajendranath, wath only Rs 1,300, sailed foi England On 
his arrival m London he ]omed the Universitj^ College, and 
appeared m the open competitive examination foi the Indian 
Cml Service held in April, 1873 Only 35 of the 350 candidates 
that appeared for this examination that year w'ere selected foi 
the Indian Civil Seivice, and Biajendranath w'as 17th in the 
list The author attributes this rather low position to his 
having selected Mathematics as one of the subjects, in which he 
obtamed very low marks, his proficiency in English, Sanskrit, 
Persian and Mental Science, however, enabled him to pass the 
Civil Service Examination and secure a fairly high place amongst 
the selected candidates En passant it may be mentioned that 
he was the 8th Indian who passed the ICS Examination 

Brajendranath Be in the meanwhile had joined the Middle 
Temple Inn and was studymg for the Bar Without much 
work he passed the law examinations, and having kept the full 
complement of twelve terms, was called to the Bar After being 
selected for the Indian Civil Service, he Avent into residence at 
the Oxford Umversity, and before leaving England, in July 
1 87 5, was awarded the Boden Sanskrit Scholarship In addition 
to this during the period of his probation in England he won a 
nnmber of prizes in the half-yearly examinations for proficiency in 
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languages At Oxford he attended the lectures of Prof ilax 
Muller and Jlr Ruskm and also used to attend regularly the 
meetings of the Union of which Mr H H Asquith (later Earl of 
Oxford) was the President 

On the return joumo} ho travelled extcnsuelj on the 
Continent and returned to Calcutta in September 1875 Soon 
afterwards ho was posted to Arrth is the Assist int Magistrate 
Collector and during his service ho served as a Collector in 
\arious districts of Bengal and twice officiated as the Commis 
sioner of the Burdwan Division After full thirtj five lears 
service he retired lu September 1910 from Hooghl> where he 
was then serving as the Magistrate and Collector 

Shortly after his retiwn ho turned Ins attention to the 
language examinations wliicli had been instituted with a view 
to inducing young civilians and other officials to acquire pro 
ficienov in classical languages like Sansl nt Persian and Arabic 
and tho Indian vernaculars Being a Bengali by birth and in 
view of his having, been educated at Lucknow he was debarred 
from appearing in tho examinations m vernaculars such as 
Bengali Hindi and Hindustani but the cxommations in 
classical languages were open to liim Tiiere u^ed to be 3 
examinations 111 each language (1) tho Higher Standard for which 
there was a prize of a comparatively small monetary value (2) 
the High Proficiency for which a prize of Bs 2 000 in each Ian 
guage was awarded to each successful candidate and (3) tho 
Degree of Honour for whtch there iras a pnze of Ri> 5 000 for 
Sanskrit and Arabic and Rs 4 000 for Persian He passed the 
Higher Standard Examination m Sanskrit and High Proficiency 
Exaramation in Persian In the Degree of Honour Examination 
for Sanskrit he appeared without even passing the High Profi 
ciency Examination and was declared successful on the very 
first occasion Here it would not be out of place to mention 
that m connection with the Persian exammations he had to face 
a serious difficulty in regard to his pronunciation As he says 
Persian is pronounced m one way by Delhi and Lucknow 
3Iauhis or scholars and m another way by the Persians them 
selves I had read Persian onginalft in Lucknow and I pro 
nounced Peisian as it is pronounced there His examiners

did not considei this coriect and to acquire the pme Pcisian 
accent he studied for tuo month‘s uith Shaikh INIahmud Gilani, 
a famous Pei‘^ian coach in Calcutta of tlio^c da}‘' Dunng tins 
penod ho lead thiough \anous toxt-books uith the lielp of tlie 
learned Shaikh, and in addition studied a uork called Qasd vl 
Badar-j-Chach or the Odes of Badai Chach Biajendianath 
A\as not gieatly impressed by the liteiaiv merits of this uoik, 
as he considered its language “vei\ inflated and involved , 
but he read it foi his examination and this training vas later 
useful to him in the prejiaiation of the text and translation 
of the Tahaqdt-i-Akhau 

Aftci his letnemcnt Biajendianath settled doun m Calcutta 
and in \ncv of his eaily love foi Pci^ian, volunteeied to prepare 
for the Asiatic Society a jiropeily collated edition of the Tahaqni- 
i-AUiari foi publication m the Bibhothcm Indica senes and also 
to translate this impoitant histoiical voik into English He 
staited this woik in 1911, but, as has been lemaikcd carhci, 
the publication of the uork did not pioceed smoothly, in fact 
aftei the issue of the fiist fascicles of the text and translation 
m 1913 the work remained in abeyance till 1925 The exact 
position about the end of 1924 is summed up by the authoi as 
foUoAvs “I had commenced the woik in 1911, but had given 
it up owing to some diffeicnce vith the authoiities of the Asiatic 
Society I nov took up the woik again at the lequest of 
]\Ir van Manen the Geneial Secietaiy, who sent Shamsid Ulema 
Maulvi Hidavat Hosam to my house to ask me to do so I leadilv 
consented, and I have gone on with the Aioik as quicldy as the 
state of my health and my othei occupations have allowed me 
to do ” 

In view of the rathei unsatisfactoij* natuie of the available 
manuscripts and the pecuhar style of NizamuddTn Alimad, the 
woik of collation and translation of the Tahaqat-x-Albmi must 
have been not only difficult, but extiemely aiduous Tu spite 
of all these difficulties and his faihng health ]Mi Brajendianath 
De persevered in his task, and pioduced six volumes of the 
text and translation which will stand as monuments to his 
mdustiy and scholarship Only those vlio have attempted 
translatmg Persian ivorks into English can leahze the oneious 
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nature of such undertakings 4s Ranking i nghtly remarked 
The inherent differences of idiom m the two languages the rich 
oxpansiveness of the one and tho rigid inflexibility of the other 
render tho attempt to fitly represent tho gloning colours of 
Persian in the dull monotone of modern English all but hopeless 
It has been said that the test of a translation is not its literalness 
but its truth that is to say not its fidelity to the author s ex 
pression but its response to his inspiration It must not merely 
reproduce the latter it must embody tho spirit of tho original 
composition 

Mr Do 8 worl fulh conforms to these high ideals for a 
faithful translation while tho numerous verj critical footnotes 
in the various \olunies add materially to its importance ns a 
work of reference It is sad that tho work could not be com 
ploted before his demise on tlio 28th of September 1932 at tho 
npe old ago of about 80 years 

Tho author summed up his autobiography ns foUous 

‘I am over 70 years of age uhich considonng tho 
short lived race and family from which I have sprung must 
bo considered a very great ago I ha\o enjoyed fairly 
good health and have liad an active bfo except durmg 
the last four or five v oars w lion my age and tho infirmities 
which are incidental to it have had their usual effect on 
my health and my activities and energy I am thankful 
how ev er to remember that I am not bed ridden but can 
still attend to the ordinary business of hfe and to my 
literary pursuits such as they are A certain amoimt of 
success has crowned my life though in my discontented 
momenta I liavo sometimes thought that it has not been all 
that I have deserved but I am fully aware of the bmita 
tions and deficiencies under which I have worked and 
probably in this well ordered world no one gets more or 
less success than he merits I have lost some very near 
and dear ones but I thankfully remember that others are 
left to cheer and comfort me in my old age

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Mr Brajendianath De had a chaiming peisonality His 
circle of friends was wide and all who knew him respected him 
for his honesty, stiaightfoiiiaidness and gentle natme Though 
lathei shy and somewhat reseived, he was vei}" geneious and 
land hearted, and was possessed of a subtle ‘sense of hiimoui 

He joined the Asiatic Society of Bengal as a Member in 
1904, but letired in 1912 He lejoined tlie Society in 192G, and 
served as a membei of the Council dining tlie yeais 1928-29 and 
1929-30 During these peiiods the initei of this note had 
exceptional opportunities of voikmg vitli him as a colleague 
and well remembers his genuine mteiest in the voik of the 
Society, paiticulaily in its Oiiental publications He lesigned 
his membeiship of the Society in 1931 

Concluding Remarks and Acknomxedgments 

Normally I ivould have staited this preface inth an apologia, 
but on maturer consideration I decided to leave this unpleasant 
infliction till the end I have no pietensions to being eithei a 
historian or a scholai of Peisian, but I must confess to having 
a more than usual interest for the histoij’’ of mj’- countij’', while 
from my childhood Persian has been like a second mothei tongue 
to me In Apiil last when the Pubhcation Committee of the 
Royal Asiatic Society of Bengal had to face the Augean task 
of resuscitating and completmg several pubhcations vhich had 
lam dormant for many years, the question of completing and 
editing the translation of the third and final volume of the 
Tdbaqdt-i-Akharl also came up for consideiation As scholais 
with the rare combmation of an expert knowledge of Persian 
and Enghsh, and of Indian History are latliei raie, and none 
mth the necessary leisure to do this voluntarji' woik foi the 
Society could be found amongst its membei s or well-vushers, 
this work, in accordance with the couplet of Hafiz

was assigned to me None of my critics would be more capable 
of disapproving this unbecoming choice, but rather than let the 
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work remain incomplete with the senous consequences of an 
alre‘id 5 almost illegible manusenpt becoming quite useless if 
loft till such time u ben some reallj suitable editor could bo found 
for completing it I agreed to undertake the uork Even good 
•ntentions and resolutions bn\o their limitations and on lool mg 
through the material I found an almost impo^isiblc task before me 
The manusenpt as remarked above was ver} nenrlj illegible 
it had been UTitteii in a tvq>e of shorthand uliich though it 
Mould have been quite simple for its author to transcribe vas 
quite bevond an ordmarj reader it took mo along time to master

this has not been possible and for the work as now issued the entire 
responsibility must rest with the undersigned The first 80 pages were 
printed as corrected and revised by Mr De and in the remainder the 
work of Mr Be has as far as possible been preserved The under 
signed has however to prevent errors and omissions verified the 
entire translation and checked citations and references as far as pos 
sible Turther as no standard scheme of transliteration had been 
followed it was thought desirable to follow a slightlj modifii d form of

suppression of the disturbances in the lAikin And during the 
course of that year ho was united with the I)i\mo mere\ in the 
neighbourhood of Thatha, and the empire uas settled on Hasan 
without a disjuitc <ind an cnemj He g.i\e the name of Hasanribrid 
to Gulbarga and made it his capital

longer, he ga^e advice and direction to his son, Huhammad Khrm, 

lecoived rcinforremciils of fiftooa tlioiisnnd uifantrv from tho ltfi\ of Tclmgnnn, 
who was aggric\ed with Sultan Aliihnmirind Tti'^lilaq, and of fi\o thousand 
horsemon from Xasii ud dm atlackod ’Imnd ul mulk The battle was well 
contested and lasted all day In tho ond \utor\ declared itself for' \la ud dm, 
and Tmnd-ul mulk was Killed 

1 Nizam-ud din does not givo nnj account of tho inonts of ‘Alaaid-dln 
Hasan Shah’s roign It appears fiom Firislilah that lie proclaimed himself 
as Sultan on Friday, tho 24th Rabi’-ul-'Vldinr, 74S au, corresponding with 
Friday, August 3rd, 1147, ap Finshtnh goes on to sn% that one of his 
fiist acts was to send for Gangu Brahman, and to jdace tho ar count ofTico 
of his kingdom (daftar-i muhasiba i-mumrdik Mahiiisn-i Idiud) in his charge 
He also combined the name of the Birdimnn with his own bj stjlmg liimsclf, 
“the smallest of tho slaces of the holj Piesonco ‘Ala-iid dm Hasan Gangti 
Bahmam ” Ho brought the neighbouring territories under his rule, took 
possession of the tort of Bidar and Kand’har fiom the oflicors wlio were m 
charge of them under Sultan Muhammad Tughlaq Shrih by peaceful means, and 
lestored the Joma’Masjid and tho fort of Gulbniga which had become dilapi- 
dated Then he heard of the death of Muhammad Tin^laq Shall, and 
becoming assured of there being no fuither danger from him sot about to make 
his rule permanent Ho married his son to tho daughter of Malik Saif-ud din 
tyhurl with great pomp It appeared that when tho maningc festivities 
were going on, his wnfo evpiessed her sorrow that at sucli a time, her sister, 
the aunt of the prince, could not be present The Sultiin inquired w lioi e she was, 
and found that she was in Multan, so without telling her anytlnng he sent men 
to bung the lady , and protracted the marriage festivities foi seven months, till 
the old lady was brought, m a dtdt, to tho groat joy and surprise of the queen 

After the marriage festivities were over, Isma il Fath, who had at one time 
been raised to the throne as Nasir ud-din Shah, but had aftei wards been made 
amir-ul-iimra and sipah-sdldr became disaffected, because Saif ud-din Ghiirl was 
gu en piecedence over him ‘Ala-ud din put him to death, but as he had 
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and accepted the summons of death The period of his reign was 
eleven jears and two months and seven days

When the term of rule came to Muhammad Khan he sat in the 
place of his father and assumed the title of Sultan Muhammad Shah 

promised did not punish any of those whom he had got to enter into a con 
piracy with him and also did not punish his son or anj other relation of 
Ills but znaintamed them in their rank and position Ihe Ray of Tilang 
who had before this been inclined to be refractory now became submis ive 
and sent the tribute which he had formerly ent to Dehli Ale ud dm 
then made most grandio e proposals for the conquest of all the surrounding 
countn but later modified them on the advice of Malik Saif ud dm Ghuri 
He ent an armj to the Karnatik «h ch looted and devastated the country and 
brought immense qi entities of boot} and tribute He also extended his torritorj 
as far south as the Tungabhadra He then started for Malwa and Gujrat 
and sent Shahzada Aluhammad with twenty thousand horsemen in advance 
When the prince arrived at the town of Nausan he found the forests full of 
wild animals and began to hunt them He also sent information to his fathe 
and the latter went and jomed m the hunt There he had fever in spite of 
\ hich he ndulged in wine and kcAab of the meat of the animals killed He 
became seriously ill and returned quickly to Gulbarga There he obtained 
absolution from the hand of the Sadr ush shar f Samarqandi and then divide 1 
h 3 kingdom into four parts and placed them in charge of four nobles He 
ra ill for si\. months during wh ch time he oc upio I himself 1 1 doi g justice to 
the poo and oppresse I among the people He also oiderel the release of 
all conv lets e'ccept 8i\ about whom he left directions with his son He died on 
the 1 t Rab ul Awwal j9 ah corresponding with the ”nd Fel ruary 13 S 
The Burhaii i ma sir gives 761 as the jear of his death and avs he reigned 
lor thirteen jears ten months and twentj seven davs but these figures are 
not accurate 

I Tirishtah s account of the reign of Muhammad Sh h contains a lot of 
matter wh ch have not been referred to at all bj hizam ud d n nnd I consider 
it unnecessary to mention it here It appears however that the gold and 
silver coins of the Bahmani Sultans were being melted down m largo quantities 
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He was a young man, adorned with (a sense of) justice and equity 
The people were happy and contented during the period of Ins rule , 


bj" the Hindus of Bijanagar {Vija3’’anagai) and Warangal, and numbeis of the 
Hindu meichants were put to death to put down this practice In connection 
with the conquest of “ Bilampatan ”, it appears however that Sultan Miihatn 
mad sent much treasure to Mecca and Medina with his mother This gave rise 
to some dissatisfaction among the nobles, and the Raj’’ of Bijanagar coming to 
know of this, sent ambassadors, demanding that all the territories as far as the 
river Krishna and all the forts and parganas in it should be left in his possession 
The Ray of Tilang, who had ceded Kolas as a tribute to Sultan ‘Ala-ud-din 
Hasan, also at this time sent ambassadors with the message that his son Nagdeo 
had rebelled against him, and was demanding the recovery of the fort of Kulas, 
and it was advisable that Sultan Muhammad should restore it to him instead of 
having recourse to warfare Sultan Muhammad kept the ambassadors on 
various pretexts, in his capital, for a year and half , and during that time he 
destioyed all the amirs, about whom he had any suspicion, and collected those 
who were loyal to him He then sent for the ambassadors at a great majhs and 
directed them to wnte at once to their masters to send elephants loaded with 
gold and gems and other presents to the Sultan The ambassadors sent reports 
to their masters When the Rays of Bijanagar and Tilang received these 
reports, the latter sent his eldest son Nagdeo (his correct name appears, accord- 
ing to Sewell’s “A Forgotten Empire — Vijayanagar ”, p 31 , to have been Vinayaka 
Deva, Col Briggs calls him Vinaik Dew) from Warangal with a large arm3'^ of 
infantry and cavalry towards Kulas and the former sent twent3’- thousand 
horse and foot to reinforce Nagdeo’s arm3’- The Sultan sent Bahadur i^ian, 
son of Isma’il Fath, whom he had made his commander-m-chief, with the 
armies of Bidar and Berar against Nagdeo The latter was defeated and his 
army fled Bahadur l^an pursued him as far as Warangal, and returned with 
much booty 

Then one day, towards the end of the year, when the Sultan was seated on 
a hursi (chair ’) and making his ablutions, it was reported to him that some 
merchants had brought horses for sale The Sultan at once sent for them and 
inspected the horses, but found that they were not good enough for his use On 
asking the merchants, they said that they were bringing fine horses for the 
Sultan, but Niigdeo who was at “ Wailampatan ” as deputy of his father had 
taken the horses intended for the Sultan, in spite of their protests The Sultan 
vas greatly annoyed, and immediatelj’’ mounted a hoise and went out of the 
citv He sta3'ed there for ten da3's appaientty to collect the forces, and then 
started on his march When he arrived at Wailampatan he sent a bodv of 
Afghans m the guise of merchants They wont to the gate, and complained 
that they had been attacked by robbers, and their merchandise had been looted. 
While the3' v ere thus engaged, the Sultan came to the gate and entered the 
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nnd the country of Dahin became on account of the peace (which it 
enjoj ed) and the gathering together of the great men the envy of 
all the countrv of Hindustan and there was a fre«;h splendour in the 
affairs of the state Appl3mg all his energies to the conquest of 
terntorj and the reviving of the customs of religious warfare (jehad) 
he in the spring time of his reign and m the beginning of his 
grandeur collected a well equipped armj and started for Bilampatan 
and in the course of the march he seized manj villages ind towns 

city and his soldiers put e\ ery one the\ met to the sword N gdeo fled to 
the citadel and attempted to defend it but it was soon taken When Nagdeo 
was brought before the Sultan the latter asked him wh> he had taken the 
hor es intended for him he was so frightened that he ga\ e a harsh reply The 
8uUsd who was inclined to be met ifiil and wanted to pardon him became 
enraged and had his tongue cut out and ordere<\ him to be burnt alive He 
then passed fifteen dajs in the ity in the enjojment of much plea ure 

I have endeavoured to compress about three quarto pages of lithograph in 
the above note Fitiahtah s language appears to me to be harsh and cruet He

3iUumpattan which according to Mr Sewell is how the name as given 
Firishtab should be spelled and Filampatan according to the author of the 
BurhSn i Ma nsir was the citv (capital) of the Haya of W arangal Mr Sewell 
does not mention the &torj of the horses but according to him apparently 
Muhammad reached the capital of Uerangal m the first expedition The 
Sultan commanded a pile of wood to be lighted before the citadel and putting 
Nagdeo in an engine (catapult) had him shot from the walls into the flames in 
which he was consumed 

Mr Sewell as far as I can see makes no attempt to identify Wailampatan 
In a note on page 30 Vol 11 of his Rise of the Mahomedan Power in India 
Col Briggs ho Tever makes such an attempt He says he knows of no place of 
this name (W alianpatan) Vilum Conda or Bellum Conda (the sugar hill) was 
the seat of government of a powerful Raja nearly two centuries afterwards and 
perhap Bellum Conda ought to be the true reading The terminations of 
pattan (town) and conda (a hill) being frequently used synonv mously if the town 
he under a hiU as it does m this case One pnncipal objection to this sunni e 
however an es from the towns of Kawlas and Ralhan which are here mentioned 
not lying on the neare t road between Roolbarga and Bellumconda 
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belonging to the enemy and included them m Ins own Kingdom 
The Ray of that countiy being pioud of the st length of hi^ foit, 
shut its gates on himself The amhs and soldiei-. having ariangcd 
the necessary’' appliances for the conquest of tlie foit, commenced 
hostilities and vith Divine help and heavenU aid, seized the citarlel, 
and earned out the piactices of slaughtci and taking pn^-onci 
Aftei this victoiy the Sultan made arrangements for the govein- 
ment of that neighbouihood and letnined to Gulbaiga . and h.iving 
arranged a gieat festival, giantcd to cverj one a share fiom the 
board of his benefactions 

It so happened that one dav a messengei came fiom ^ Radhfil and 
lepoited to the Sultan that the Ray of Bijanagai had come

which may be the place I cannot find anj mention of tlie place in Fiiishtah, 
but there is a story there about Sultan Muhammad having sent an ordei {Baiat) 
for the payment of ceitam musicians to tho Raya of Bijnnagar 1 cannot 
understand the meaning of this pioceoding unless it was meant to be an insult 
for provoking hostilities The oider vas gnon, accoiding to iMulla Dilud of 
Bidar, who was seal bearer to Sultan Muhammad (as quoted by ^tli Sewell, 
page 33) m a festive assembly, “when the spring of the garden of mirth has 
infused the cheek of Muhammad Shah with the rosj'’ tinge of delight, oi to use 
somewhat less romantic language, when he was flushed with wine The oiclci was 
so extiaordmary that the minister hesitated to despatch it The Sultan hou e\ ei 
penetrated his thoughts and compelled the minister to send it 

The Rnya who was proud of his power became angry, and paraded thi man, 
who earned the oidei, mounted on a donkey all round the city of Bfjanagai 
and immediately collected thirty thousand horse and nine bundled thousand 
foot soldiers and three thousand elephants for the conquest of the Bahmaiu 
kingdom He established a camp in front of Rdni (Adoni m the map) 

Sultan Muhammad ordered the army of Daulatabad to assemble (those of Bidai 
and Berar being exhausted with the campaign against Tilang) and aftei propei 
religious observances set out to oppose the Raya of BIjanagar The lattei 
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by rapid marches, with a large bodj of horse and foot to the countrj of 
Badhul and had eized the fort and made mart^TS of the jMussalmans 

being assured of safety owing to the Knslina beinj, m flood was engaged iii 
besieging the fort of ^ludkal (Madgallm the map N \V ofAJoni) Thefortwa 
at last taken and all the garrison was put to the sword except one man who con 
cealed himself and who escaping from the fort and crossing tho Krishna went and 
gave information to Muhammad Shah at Hasanfibvd Oulbarga I have state 1 
m an enrij part of this note that Uadhul may be identical with Mudhal 
but from the contort of both tho Tabaqat and Finshtah Mudkal is more 
likely to bo identical with Badhul 

Fiiishtah 8 account of tho conquest of Mudkal is different from that of 
Nizam ud din Ferishtab begins hts account by saying that Sultan Muhammad 
on hearing what tho fugitive hail to saj ordered the poor man to be put to 
death the reason given 1 ^ him being that ho could not bear tho sight of a man 
vrho has seen the death of so man> men Ho started at once and when he 
reached the bank of the Krishna after some bragging about his own greatness 
he said that he was not afraid of tho river m flood or of the grandeur and might 
of the inBdel arni> Ho sent back hts son vrho afterwards became Mujahtd 
Shah to Gulbarga making him his heir and with only twenty elephants 
and nine thousand horsemen ho crossed tho river in the course of throe days 
The Bay m spite of his having such on immense ormy was so astounded 
and perplexed by the SulWn s crossing tho river that he sent back all his troops 
m the darkness of the night end romainod (alone or with a small retinue) 
so that he might decide m the morning whether he would fight or not When 
the news of the retreat of the Roy s ormj becomo 1 nown in tho Sulton s camp 
he left it and everything behind and with horse and whip started for the enemj 
who fled at once leaving everythmg behind Rhen the Sultan arrived at 
the s camp ha gate an order for a genera} massacre and set enty 
persons men and women and young and old and slaves and free men were put 
to the sword He passed the rainy season m Mudkal and having received 
reinforcements started towards tho fort of Odni (Adorn) Firishtah has a 
great deal more about further conquests m Bjanagar bub n<i there is no 
reference to them m the TabaqSt 1 refrain from noting them But it maj 
be bneflj stated that the Sultan seized Adorn and after much more fighting and 
much more slaughter of Hindus in which neither women nor babes at their 
mothers breast escaped laid seige to Bijanogar it elf but although ho tried his 
best for about a month he was unsuccessful He then had recourse to the strata 
gem which according to Nizam ud dm he hod used at the time of the seige of 
Badhul or Mudkal He threw himself on the bed of weakness and the com 
mauders of his army conducted it back across the Tumhandra (Tungabhadra) 
river and arrived on a level plain where they halted Ivjshan Roy the Ray of 
Bijanagar who is however called Bukka I »n Sewell s A Forgotten Empire 
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tlicie Immccliatclv on licaiing tins, tlio iSuH.ln collected an 
immense arniv , and set foiUi to jnmisli the llfiy I'lic lattci on 
leceivmg mfoimation of the vast multitude of the 8 ult Tin’s army, fled 
and took slieltei m a stiong foit 'Fho iSultiln sat doun lound 
the foit foi some da^s. hub when he sav that h\ doing so, tlie hand 
of Ins hope vould not le.ich the shut of success, he made an invalid of 
himself (? c pretended that he liad fallen ill) and ictmncd towards 
Gulbaiga When he had tiossed the Kiishna the KTi) opened the 
gates of the foit, and ga\e his men leave to go to then icspeclne 
places The Sultan, making Dninc helj) the vanguard of his aTm\, 
made a lapid maieh of cighty-one Karohs, and picsented himself 
m the neighhouihood of the fort and with gicat activity and 
smaitness fought vitli and defeated the Ba\ , and imieh booty, 
111 vliicli veie included eight thousand prisoner'., fell into his hands 
The Sultan then letiiincd to Gulbarga crowned with piospeiity 
and success , and made the people happy b\ Ins benefaction'; 

A long time had not elapsed after this, that swift mcssengci'^ 
biought the nens that ’ Bahram Iviiaii and Govind Buy liad placed 

also encamped at a distance of tlirce or four larohs Tlio Sultan tlion convened 
a majhs, but still feigning illness left it early Ho then sent for his commander-, 
in secret, and ordered them to array the army for battle At midnight lio 
joined the army, and advanced towaids the Bijiinagar camp , wliero the Riiy and 
his commanders, presuming on the Sultan’s illness were engaged in drinking and 
looking at the dancing of Nautch-girls When thoj' became aware of the 
Sultan’s approach, they were completely helpless, and the Riiy fled, and did not 
draw rein till he arrived at Bijanagar There the people reviled and reproached 
him, and he at their instance sent emissaries to the Sultan to suo for peace 
The latter w'as at first unwilling to grant their request, but demanded that 
his original demand for the payment of the musicians should be complied 
with The emissaries at once agreed, and in fact there and then paid the 
amount Then at the request of the emissaries, the Sultan said that hereafter 
he would never order the massacre of prisoners and the general slaughter of tho 
people After this he returned to his capital 

1 Nizam-ud-dln does not say anything about tho cause of the lobellion 
of Bahram ;^an and Govind Ray , but it appears from Finshtah, that oving to 
the Sultan’s having feigned to have fallen ill, bofoio Bijanagar, tho report of his 
death became published all ovei the kingdom , and there being no leading 
men in the country of Daulatabad, the leaders of the army being at Bijanagar, 
Bahram Klian MazandaiSm whom Sultan ‘Ala-ud-din Hasan had gnen the 
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their feet outside the bounds of the road of obedience and had 
scratched the face of loyalty and devotion mth the finger nails 
of hostilitj Upon this he started bj successive marches towards 
Deogarh and when he arrived in the neighbourhood of that place 
fear came m the hearts of Bahrim lOian and Govmd Kay and they

^haiUis of the age and behaaed with great meekness and humilitj 

name of son and Kurabh Deo Marhata sardar rose m revolt The Govmd

Col Briegs calls him Covmd Deo 'Moratta The Cambridge History of India 
^ ol III p 382 calls him Kondba Deva Deva is pure Sanskrit but I do not 
know what Kondba is 1 should think that Kumbha Dev a or Govinda Deva more 
likely to be correct than Kondba Deva According to the Cambridge History of 
India Bahram ^an resented the sucees ion of Aluhammad and mvited Fin z 
Tughlaq to recover the Deccan and although he failed m this lie now rose 
in rebellion as he felt stronser owing to Muhammad s armies being engaged 
m the outh There is no mention in the Cambridge History of any interce sion 
b} anj pious Shaik^i On the approach of Muhammad the rebels dispersed end 
fled and were pursued to the frontiers of Gujrat where they took shelter 
Finshtah s account of the rebellion is much longer and more elaborate end 
the end is al o different The Shaild) to whom the rebels went is there named 
Zam ud din (Col Briggs calls him Shaikh E n ood deen) and not Kukn ud 
dm and he did not intercede with the Sultan for their pardon but told 
them to e cape to Gujrat and they went there The Sultan pursued them 
but being unablo to seize them returned to Daulatnbad in great anger He 
then sent word to the Shail^ with whom he was already angry because he 
had not made his submission to him like the other SbaiUis at the time of his 
access on because he drank intovicatiog liquors and did other things not 
allowed by the law of the Prophet either to appear before him or to send a 
writing containing his submission The Shaikh refused to do either Then 
the SuItSn ordered him to leave the city The ShailJ. taking up his few 
belongings went and at down at the rou a (tomb) of Shaikh Birhan ud dm 
and challenged all and sundry to move him from the place if they dared 
The Sultan now became repentant and he and the Shaikh exchanged civih 
ties and the Suit n went back to Gulbarga after receiving the title of ChSzi 
from the Shaikh Finshtah goes on to saj that after this the Sultan shut 
up all shops for the sale of mtox cants and ordered that all robbers and 
turbulent people should be put to death and accordingly m the course 
of SIX or seven months not one of th»n was left alive and according to 
Mulla Daud B dan the head of about twenty thousand of them were brought

He was the son of Muh immad Shah After the latter s death 
he ^ succeeded him He contmued to maintain the praiseworthy 
qualities and the good attributes of the former Sultans He made 
the supporting and cherishing of Ins raxyyats and the giving of

belonged to Bijanagar and should be left in his possession Mujahid Shah then 
collected his army and crossing the TVingabhadra laid siege to Ddni (Adorn) 
He left Safdar I^Sn S stani to carry on the siege and marched quicUv towards 
pargana Bankawati where he wa** informed that Ki han Bay (according to 
Mr Sewell his real name was Bukka I) was encamped 

The people informed the Sultan of a ferocious and man eating tiger that 
mfested the jungle there andhe with only seven companions entered the forest 
on foot and when the tiger made its appearance he told his companions to 
do nothing and with his first arrow he shot the animal dead This so frightened 
Kishan Ray that although he had a large army he fled into the trackless 
forests (Mr Sewell says the forests in the vallev of SandOr) and the Sultan 
pursued him for six or seven months Then Kishan Bay and his sons fell ill 
He said he had been wandering about in the forest because he had thought 
that the Sultan would fall ill but instead of that he himself had fallen ill 
He then went to Bijansgar and fortified hitaelf The Sultan left his com 
manders to cany on the siego of Bijanagar and himself went on to Setban 
(Setubandha) Bamesar (the site of the bridge built by Bama) and there 
he repaired a mosque which Sultan Ala ud dm I^alji had built and 
demolished the idol temples As regards this see Sewell pp 41 42 and also notes 
in Briggs Historj II pp 33- 333 

On returning to Bijanagar he seized the city and demolished the great 
golden temple omame ited with gems Then a great battle took place and

of the place, did everything in his power to help them They were still 
faithful to Sultan Shams ud-din , and wrote to him, telling him that they 
were not hostile to him, bub they only wanted the punishment of Taglial- 
chin The Sultan, howevei, incited by Taghalchfn and the queen mother 
wrote a reply, which could only inflame their enmity They then raised 
three thousand horse and foot and aavaneed towards Gulbarga, witli the hope 
that the troops there would come and join them, but when they came to

As all matters connected with his government weie properly 
regulated after his accession, he made the ’ conquest of Bijanagar the 

bravery and activity, and says he was engaged in twentj'-fonr campaigns, 
for extending his kingdom, and for his generositj^ , but he says he was addicted 
to the drinking of wine, to the listening of music and to women He made 
excuses, and said that music elevated his soul to the contemplation of God , and 
wine did not create a disturbance in his mind As to women, he took the 
opinions of learned men, and as Blir Fazl-ul-lah Anjii told him that in the time 
ot the Prophet, Mtila (temporary) marriages were allowed, but the Sunnis 
did not allow them, while the Iniamias or Sluas did, Firuz Shah following the 
Shias received “ three hundred females ” according to Col Briggs “ in one 
day”, but the hth ed of Firishtah says that eight hundred women were 
intioduced into the hmein in the course of one month Firishtah also sajs 
that Firuz Shah married a princess of the Bijanagar family, and that this 
was the first time such a marriage took place The Cambridge History of India 
says “ Firuz at the'time of his accession was an amiable, generous, accomphshed 
and tolerant prince, possessed of a vigorous constitution and understanding, 
both of which he undermined by indulgence in the pleasures of the harem ”

Finshtnh does not snv that FtrQz Shah wontuil to conquer DijRnagar On 
the other hand ho has a great deal to aay al>oiit tho Sultrtns far m which 
contained nino ladies from Vrabin nmt from Ajnm besides ladies from Turkey 
Firang (Europe) Khita (Chino) ond AfgLRmstan and Rajput na and Bengal 
and Gujrut and Tilang and Knnura and Mohratta These ladies had attendants 
from theif own countries so that thov might conform to their ow n customs and 
speak their own languages ond the SuItUn convor ed with o\crj one of them in 
her own language 

Finshtnh also sajs thot aeconling to vnnous historians ho earned on 
Qha u (religious war) with tho l^i/irs twentj four tira 3 that Giulia DSud Bidarl 
and iho author o! thi SirSj nt lfl>i »rikj) Jjov o flesenbrd some o! (hem id deta}) 
but ho docs not him elf mention particulars of any of them Then ho goes on 
to Bay that in tho >enr 801 a » Peo R«> of Bijimngar invoded tho Doab of tho 
Tung&bhndm ond tho Kn hna with a largo ormj for tho conque t of tho forts of 
Mudkal and Raichoro and some of the parganat m their neighbourhood

was peace betv ecn Bijanngar and tho Bahraanl kingdom during the reign of 
Hanhart II of \ijojanagar an! then ho quotes the passage from Firishtah 
about the mvosion of tho Doab in 801 a n Ho places the movement of the 
Hindu army at the beginning of tho cold season of 13J3 a d probably not Inter 
than December of that j oar The Hijrl year 801 extending from 13th Septem 
her 1398 to the 3rd September 1399 Mr Sewell thinks that Honhnra II 
was too old to lead tho invasion himself and that it was probably a bold 
dash made by his son Bukka II who afterwards succeeded him towards the end 
of 1399 with his permission 
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rebels fled and concealed tliemsclvcs ni nooks and coineitt The 
Sultan leaving the dchoqlia (appaicntly tlie offlcei-in-chaigc of the 
government), pioccedcd by succcs‘-ive maiclies, and encamped on the 
bank of the iiver Kiisbna But as it vas impossible to cioss the 
river at that time, thcie vas nccc'-saiih a dclaj theie.

and showed some of the finer and subtler points of the art to the 
musicians after a few da\s when the Raj of Bijanagar held a great 
festival and summoned all the musicians the Qazi and his com 
pamons also went to the majlis with the other musicians After the 
Raj of Bijanagar and the other Rajs had become intoxicated the 
Qazi showed some feats the like of which the Ray had never een in 
his life and everyone acknowledged the superioritj and masterj 
of the Qazi m the art The latter having waited for a suitable 
opportumtj plunged his poisoned dagger into the malevolent breast 
of the Raj and tore it open, and his companions also drawing

countiy, he adyanced to the fort (of Bijanagar) , the appioathe^'

to single combat Suddenly an arrow from the bow of fate stiuck Ins 
hand , but ^tymg up the wound, he stood film on the field of bra veil 
and the plam of heroism The TQian IQianiin, Shabzada Ahmad 
Khan, who was the commander of the vanguard, also performed 
feats of valour 

When the world-illuminatmg sun bound the black veil over his 
bright forehead, the drum of return was beaten, and the armA

“ At this time also, the engineer of his thoughts planned a cit^' on 
the bank of the river, into all the houses in which there should 
be runmng water After it had been finished, he gave it the name 
of Riruzabad He built a noble mansion, the tuirets of which raised 
their heads and claimed rivalry in altitude with the stars, for his 
own palace

He simply says, “Firuz Shah bmlt a town on the bank of the river Beema” 
Neither Finshtah nor Col Briggs says anything about the flowing water 
bemg brought into all the houses , but they say that a canal was brought from 
the river mto the fort, and along this, kiosks were built for the ladies It may 
be mentioned here, that the palace at Firuzabad was, later on, allotted bj' 
Ahmad Shah, the next Sultan, to Hasan Kian, the indolent and lotus eating son 
of Firuz Shah

doors of his treasury, and supported his troops He also opened the doors of the 
pubhc granaries, and fed the poor and the needy The next year also there was 
no ram, and the Sultan m great distress called upon the learned and pious 
men and Shailths to pray for ram , but this had no effect, so the people became 
seditious, and spoke of the reign as unlucky Then the Sultan m great sorrow 
went out to the open country, and going on an eminence bowed down m prayer,

routed The harem of Sultan Hushang v ith all its inmates fell into 
the hands of the army of the Dakin Sultan Ahmad uith gieat 
generosity kept his army back from pursuit , and after some days, 
sent the inmates of Hushang’s harem back to Mandu, after making 
all arrangements for them, with an escort of five hundred horsemen, 
and after sharing the plunder, divided the country among the

At the time of returning, when they arrived in the city of “Bidar, 

l^an, the giandson of Isma’Il Fabh, respectively, and the centre under 
Shahzada ‘Ala ud-din He placed four hundred elephants in different gioups, 
and himself with three thousand selected horsemen and twelve elephants 
remained in ambush Sultan Hushang arrived with seventeen thousand horse

faqli had been present at the (wedding^) festivities of Shalizada 
‘Ala-ud-din, he (Sultan Ahmad Bahmani) would have sliovn liim 
some courtesy It is now tlie piavei of the fnqlr, tliat in place of 
that couitesj’^, he ivould leave this fort in the posse-ssion of its owner 
Sultan Ahmad Bahraani turning from the high wav of geiieiosity 
and the path of politene'^s, began to take the coui'^e of having a 
consultation on the matter Some of his vazlrs ‘'aid that the right of 
gift can only be exeicised, if the fort comes into his (? e , the 
Sultan’s) possession, while another bodv said that the pravei of 
Sultan Ahmad Gujrati should be honoured with the courtesy of 
acceptance The Sultan piefeired the fiist opinion , and sent a reply, 
that when the fort should come into his possession, it w ould be made 
over to his (Sultan Ahmad Gujrati s) seivants The latter was 
enraged on receiving this leply, and sent a large body of tioops 
to reinforce the gariison of the fort , and A\hen this neA\s i cached the 
ear of Sultan Ahmad Bahmani, he wuthdiew his forces fiom the foot

The Cambridge Historj^ of India (see p 401) calls the fort Bhaul on the 
Girna, which was held foi Gujrat by Malik Sa'adat In p 299 in the chaptei 
which contains the history of Gujrat and Khandesh apparentlj' the same 
fortress was called Ba’tuol which it wa^ said there was gallantly defended by 
Malik Sa'adat, an officer of Gujrat 
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of the fort and the Gujrat army also halted some distance behind 
The Sultan having removed the dream of capturing the fort from his 
head went to Gulbarga The writer of the Kitab i Bahadun has 
narrated these transactions in a different manner If the great God 
so vills it the pen of the v riter will describe it in the section about

Klialf Hasan levied large quantities of gold and gems from the citizens of 
Burhanpur, and then devastated the country around, and returning to Burhan- 
pur burnt down the palace and dug up its foundations, and then gave out that 
he was maichmg back to the Deccan , but instead of doing so, he marched 
rapidly during the night, and appeared before Baling with lour thousand horse- 
men Nasir I^an, thinking that Klialf Hasan’s soldiers must be quite exhausted, 
met him with twelve thousand horsemen and a large body of infantry, but 
he was completely routed, and many of his chief men and the rebel amirs 
of Berar were slam IHialf Hasan then returned to Ahmadabad Bidar, and 
he was received with great honour and distinction 

I have said in the beginning of this note, that the campaign against 
Nasir Klhnn. which is mentioned by Nizam-ud din as having occuired in 839, is 
not mentioned by Firishtah , but on further consideration, I think that the

In the year ^ 849 a h ^lalf Hasan Arab who bore the title of 
"Malik ut tujjar advanced to capture the fort of Sangesar which 
is one of the largest fortresses on the sea coast The people of 
the countrj relying on the strength of the jungle fastnesses and 
the difficult paths came forward to give battle The MaliL ut tujjar 
on entering that country first of all seized the fort of a Raja who had 
the name of ® Sarka by the strength of his bra\ e and heroic arms and 
making Sarka prisoner gave him the choice between death and

last biought to a place on three sides of vhich theie veic hills 
and jungles, and on the fourth side, a deep laviiie of vater which 
flowed into the jungle, and at this place Sarka gave intimation 
to the enemy , and that midnight about fortv thousand foot soldiers 
fell on them , and TGialf Hasan with a bodj' of iMusalmans became 
martyis , and the lemnant of the army, with great trouble and 
privation returned to "Jalna, which was Klialf Hasan’s place of 
residence

thousand soldiers like so many sheep , and then fell on TOialf Hasan and his five 
hundred Bam Hasan ‘Arabs and slaughtered them also

up at Jakta and sent reports stating the true state of things These reports 
fell into the hands of Alashir ul mulk and were torn up The Saiyyads and 
MugLals then ent other reports by the hands of their old and tru ted Hindu 
St ni servants but these men treacherously made them over to Mashir ul mulk 
who tore them up al o The Saiyyads and Alughals having no other alter

They therefore determined on fiaud and deceit, and sent a message, that thej 
had reported then helpless condition to tho Sultan, and the latter had ordered 
that there should be no mjurj to their lives and properties, and tiio\ should bo 
allowed to go where they liked 'Ma''hii-ul mullc and Ni/Sm-iil-mulk swore on 
the Quiun to testify to tho tiiith of their statements Hie Saivjads twehe 
hundred m number and the othei Musalman foreigners thirteen hundred in 
number then came out of Jakta with their women and childion As thej had 
no beasts of burden, they encamped in front of the fort The Dakinls abided bj 
their agreement foi three days, but on tho fourth day tliej in\itcd tho Saijjads 
to the foit and all, except Qnsim Beg Safshikan and Qara IQiiin Gurd and 
Ahmad Ekkataz m all about three liundred men of rank, accepted it W hen 
they sat down to the feast, aimed men attacked them and slew them, and about 
foul thousand Dakinls attacked all the males wdio wore outside, oven tho babes 
at their mothers’ breasts, and treated the women with all the insult that then 
lust and baibarity could provoke Qosim Beg and tho others who were in camp 
at a distance of tw'o miles then aimed themselves and fled tow aids the capital 
;Mashir-ul-mulk and Nizam ul mulk sent two thousand horsemen under Daiid 
I^an to pursue them , and they also sent oiders to all jaghdUrs and rmyyats to 
intercept and slay them Qasim Beg, however, held on his couise, onh turning 
lound to attack the pursuers when they piessed too close on them Whoii they 
airixed at Bir, Daud KjiSn called upon Hasan IHian the ^aghdUr, to help him in 
intercepting and slaying the rebels Hasan IQian, however, knew Qnsim Beg, 
who had once saved his life in battle, and replied that if Qosim Beg had been a 
rebel, he would have gone over to Gujrat, which was only three (lavs’ journey 
from the place where they had been Daud IHian then arraved his followers 
tor a drawn battle and Qasim Beg met him Daud IGinn was at this time hit 
by two arrows and was slain, but his men continued to fight vigorouslv, and 
Qasim Beg was in great difficulty Then Hasan IHian appeared with his men 
Qasim Beg, thinking that they were coming to reinforce Daud Iran’s men, was 
seriously alarmed at this new danger , but Hasan linn’s men told his men that 
they were coming to help them Then they became more hopeful and defeated

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Fulad Mi'^n and Safdar l\Jian and they devastated the country 
and burnt down houses and other structures The Kay of Sangesar 
who was the chief of the country owing to great weakness and 
exhaustion sent an emissary to Dilawar I^an and promised to send a 
large tribute with his daughter, and also engaged that henceforward 
thej would not place their feet outside the path of obedience Dilawar 
Khan agreed to his prayer and sent the Riys daughter and 
the heavy tribute to the capital and himself advanced to capture 
the fort of ^ Rahal which was one of the most important forts of that 
countrj On arrival at that neighbourhood Safdar ^lan and Fulad 
Khan and a bodj of men commenced to plunder the wealth of the 
countrj and to destroy it The inhabitants availing themselves of 
a fit opportunity made a sudden attack and m that action the

order of Nizam ud-din’s account is incoircct Firishtnh commence', his account 
by saying that the Riij of Bijanagai conioncd a council of diiofs and Brah 
mans, to consider how it was, that in spite of the fact that his countn, the 
Carnatic, was largei in extent, and had more population and ro\cnuo than the 
Bahmanl lungdom, the luloi of the latter was alw ays x ictorious in all campaigns 
The Brahmans, like the Brahmans of Lakshman Son’s couit at once ciuotod 
their Sastias and said that according to those, thov woio to be subject to the 
Musalmans for thirty thousand years Others said that the Musalmans had 
stronger horses and bettor archers, and the ordered that Musalmans should 
be enlisted m his serxico, and ^uiffirs should bo granted to them, and a mosque 
should be erected in Bijanagar for their use, and no one should interfere with 
them in the exercise of their religion , and a cop> of the Quran should bo placed 
in front of his throne, so that the IMusalmans might salute it He also ordered 
his soldiers to bo trained in archery, so that ho soon had ton thousand Musal 
mans and sixty thousand J afn horsemen, who all had knowledge of archen 
and three lakhs of infantry He then crossed the Tungabhadra, and conqueied 
the fort of Mudkal and sent his sons to besiege Riiiioie and Bnnkapiir, and sta- 
tioned himself on the bank of the Krishna , and his soldiers raided as far as 
Saghir and Bijapur .Sultan ‘Ala-ud din ordered his forces to assemble, and 
when fifty thousand cavalry and sixty thousand infantry weie readx, the 
Sultan at an auspicious moment marched out with artilleij and other muni- 
tions of war Deo Ray ach anced to the fort of Mudkal The .Sultiin sent 
I^alf Hasan BasrI, Mahk-ut tujjnr, with the army of Daulatabiid against the 
sons of Deo Ray, and Kjian Zaman with the army of Bijapui and IHian 
A azam witn that of Berar against Deo Ray himself IHialf Hasan advanced to 
Raijore and fought with the elder son of Deo Ray, so that ho was wounded and 
had to flee He then advanced towards Bankapur, and he had not yet reached 
that place, when the younger son of the Raj’’ fled and joined his father Then 
there was a great battle near Mudkal, and both sides suffered heax’y losses, the 
Musalmans suffering more than the Hindus Then a second battle was fought 
and the Musalmans were victorious, and the elder son of the Ray, who had fled 
from Mudkal was killed by a spear thrown at him bj’’ IHian Zaman The 
Hindus fled panic struck into the fort of Mudkal , and Falcbr-ul-mulk Dehlavl 
and his brother pursuing them closelj’’, entered the fort, were captured, and were 
taken before Deo Ray The Sultan then sent a message to the Raj’’, that if 
these two men were killed, he would slay two lakhs of Hindus to avenge their 
deaths Deo Ray then sent a message to the Sultan that if he would in future 
refrain from attacking his country, he would send an annual tribute, and return 
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towird-^ the country of Bijamg^r He distributed largo quantities 
of arms and mam horses (among his soldiers) and advancing rapid 
Iv besieged the fort of Mudl al As all appliances for the capture of 
the fort were prepared and the garrison saw death before their o\ es 
the Baj of Bij magar on account of great miscrj and wretchedness 
sent an emissary and prajed for the pardon of lus offences and 
entered into an agreement that he should send tribute every jear 
and ^ho should at once paj m cash whatever the Sultan should have 
expended on this expedition The Sultan then drew the pen of for 
gi\ cness across his offences and returned to his capital and he (i e 
the Ray) paid whatever ho had agreed to paj and thus gamed 
safetj The Sultan arranged a great entertainment m the vicmitj 
of the capital and conferred distinctions on the amirs bestowing on 
them robes of honour and other favours He then stayed for some 
time at the seat of the empire 

As Sikandar Iilian Bukhari had a great share m the rebellion 
of Shahzida JIubammad I^Jian and although after that Sultan 

the two prisoners uninjured and never transgress the rules of obedience The 
Sultan agreed to the e proposals Deo Roy sent the two omira and the arrears 
of tribute of some years end valuable pre ents and the Sultan olso sent 
presents and then returned to his capital 

This account abridged from F n htali contains more facts than the vague 
narrative m the Tabaqat Col Briggs colls FaUVir ul raulk Mashir ul mulk 
Mr Sewell also mentions the incident but he does not give their names but 
calls them two chief Muhammadan oHicers (page 61 Ho also ^a^s that the 
campaign must have been of short duration since while it began in 847 a it 
(Moj 1st 1443 A D to April lOtli 1444 ad) according to Finshtah it was 
over before December 1443 when Abdur Raztnk {who came as ambassador

belie\ mg that the Suit n was dead took possession of a large tract of countrj m 
his neighbourhood and wanted to make bis on Sikandar Wi n ruler of that 
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‘ Ala-ud-din liad, after Ins victory, pardoned Ins offences lie v as alv ays 
afraid and had suspicions of the Sultan’s anger and could not be 
assured in the matter of the latter’s favourable disposition towards 
him At last some evil-disposed peisons informed him in the months

m this world and the next as being like \ezid will never escape the fire of 
the wrath of God He then went to the palace and ne\er came out of it 
till his coffin was borne out The fact of the Sultan s owing money to the 
Arab and ordering its immediate payment introduces an element of bathos

Warangal I^an Jahan fal ely asc ibed the defeat to Nizam ul mulk and 
Humayun Shah without any inquiry ordered him to be put to death and his 
relations and adherents went and joined Sultan Mahmud ^alji Khan Jahan was 
imprisoned in a fort Humayun ShMi was intending to send another army 
to Deorkonda when news camo from Ahmadabad that lusuf Turk had 
taken Hasan lUian and Shah Habib ul lah towards the city of B:r 

There is a curious resemblance between the language of Fin htah m some of 
the above sentences to that of Nizam ud dm and it appears to mo that he 
copied from the latter though of course m other places his accounts are more 
logical and accurate 
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action, and Huinayun Shah’s disposition tuined against Nizam- 
ul-mulk, and he spoke unbecoming words to the lattei who fled and 
joined Sultan Mahmud liiialji Humayun Shah also cast XOiwaja 
Jahan from favour, and made him over to a jailor And accoidmg to 
another statement, Nizam- ul-mulk Gliiiri uas put to death with 
great contumely, and his associates and tribesmen vent and 
joined Sultan Mahmud Kiialji 

Tn the year 864 a h , Humayun Shah again determined on 
the conquest of Tilang On the v a3’^ seven of the special associates of 
Amirzada ^ Muhibb-ud-dm Habib-ul-lah, who on account of some

Finshtah, and the seraglio by Col Briggs It appears also from Finshtah’s 
account, that the original intention of the conspirators w as to effect the 
release of Shah Habib ul-lah alone, and they released Hasan Klian and 
Yehaya IHian and Jalal l&an Bulchari, because they begged them to do so 
Finshtah also saj^s (contrary to Nizam ud-din’s account) that it was after these 
men had been released, that the seven thousand other prisoners were set free 
There is, up to this again, a curious similarity between the languages of 
Nizam-ud din, and Finshtah , and the latter, as the later author, appears to me 
to have copied from the former 

The subsequent movements of Hasan Khan and Shah Habib-ul-lah, some of 
which are not mentioned by Nizam-ud-din, are thus described by Finshtah 
After leaving the city, they remained for six or seven days in the garden of 
Kamthana, which was three karohs from Ahmadabad Bidai Then with 
three thousand horsemen and five thousand foot soldiers they attempted to 
seize the citadel of Ahmadabad Bidar, but finding this to be difficult they went 
towards the town of Bir, and took possession of the country around Yusuf 
Turk was made Amtr nl-umrd and Shah Habib-ul-lah vazh , and they com- 
menced to collect troops 

Humayun Shah now returned to Alimadabad Bidar, and he put the 
three thousand soldiers, whom he had left to guard the city, to death with much 
torture , and he put the kotwdl in an iron cage and had one of his limbs cut off 
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lieavenlj catastrophe had become dispersed like the constellation of 
the Bear again became united like the Pleiades and as in the time of 
prosperity they had been partakers of his wealth they spoke among 
themselves that as that moon of the sky of bravery was in eclipse 
Tihat use Mas there in life It Mas right that they should think out 
1 plan for his release They went to Bialik Yusuf Turk who among 
the slaves of Sultan A.la ud dm was well known for his honesty and 
piet\ and famous for his good deeds and his devotion to God and the 
cup of whose hopes had alwa\s been filled with the wine of the 
benefaction of the Amtrzada and lifted the veil from the face of 
their plan That worthy man joined with them and made some 
of the guards his confederates and having waited for a proper 
opportunitj vent with tuelve horsemen and fifty foot soldiers to the 
gate of the citadel When the time of the afternoon prajer passed 
he dismounted from his hor e and after performing the prescribed 
devotions prajed to the great and hol> God for success and help 
About the time of sunset thej went close to the gate Most of the 
guards had gone awaj on their various businesses and the few who 
remained stretched out their hands to forbid and stop them Malik 
lusuf Turk acted with courtesy and gentleness and showed them a 
farman with a red seal as is the custom with all farmans m the 
Bakin vhich he had prepared beforehand and had taken with him 
and so thej pa sed through the first gate When they arrived at the 
second (i e the inner) gate the guards met them with hostihU 
and resistance and although the forged farman was shown to them 


-every day He was compelled to eat it and ho was taken round the city till he 
died After that Humayun Shah sent eight thousand horsemen and an enormous 
number of infantry against bis brother Hasan E^an A battle took place out 
side the town of Bir m which through the eaertions ol Shah Habib ul lah 
Hasan I^an was victorious Then Hum yun Shah sent more troops His 
■natural feroeitj now bla ed up and he sent the army which had accompanied 
him to Tilang to Bir keeping the wives and children of the officers as hostage 
so that they might not join Hasan ^lan Another battle was fought and 
Hasan l^an was defeated and he went away with six or seven hundred 
soldiers to Bijapur There Siraj I^an Jnnaid treacherously seized them 
Shah Habib ul lah suffered martyrdom while resisting his capture but Prince 
Ha an ^an and the others were sent prisoners to Ahmadabad Bidar

they did not accept it, and said that there should be a 'panvdna 
(an order or permit) from the kohvdl Mahk Yusuf immediately cut 
ofE the head of the chief guard with his sword, and entered the 
citadel There was great tumult, and in the first instance they went 
to the big prison and broke down the gate About seven thousand 
prisoners including Saiyids and learned and wise men and men 
of the middle class who were confined m that prison considered it 
a great boon , and each one went to his own nook and corner 

They then went from that place, and releasing Amlrzdda Habib- 
ul-lah, and the sons of the Sultans, and Jalal Khan Bukhari, each 
one went away m a separate direction The hotwal (Police Superin- 
tendent) of the city seized Jalal Khan Bukhari, who was eighty 
yeais of age, and Yahya Khan, a son of Sultan ‘Ala’-ud-din, and 
put them to death with great torment and torture Hasan Khan 
and Amhzdda Habib-ul-lah went to the house of a barber, who 
had been in the service of the latter, and had their heads shaved off, 
in the manner of qalandars {faqlrs, mendicants) The Amhzdda 
wished to retire into an obscure corner and cover his feet under 
the skirts of contentment , but as Hasan Khan said that the people 
of the city and the soldiers were on his side, on account of the 
tyranny and injustice of Humayun Shah, and it was certain that 
w'hen the falcon of his greatness should spread the wungs of fortune he 
would be able to seize Humayun Shah like a bud whose -wings should 
have been cut, and a wild animal whose legs should have been broken, 
without trouble and difl&culty As the Amlizdda always fashioned 
(lit sewed) a kiddh (high cap) of this felt (^ e , had such an ambition 
himself), he cancelled his original intention , and making strong terms 
of engagement with Hasan I£han, they both went out of the city 
Soldiers came to them in large numbers Humayun Shah on hearing 
this put his sword into friend and stranger When he arrived in the 
city of Bidar, he perpetrated such acts of cruelty, that ^Hajjaj became 
(in comparison with him) Naushirwan, the just His body has 
perished, but his bad name and the memory of his tyranny have 
continued in the world One of his victims made this quatrain 
about it

\it tujjar MahmQd Oawan (or Cilani) she placed the defence of the citadel of 
Ahmadabad Bldar m charge of Mallu X^fin Finshtah goes on to sav that 
Sultan Alahmild of M Iwa took the fort of Bldar after a siege of seventeen dais 
ond took possession of the greater port of Berur and DnulatSbnd so that people 
thought that the power of tho Bahmania should pass to the IvJialjIs when 
the news of the approach of the Gujrit army came 
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far as the gate of Bidar, and having devastated the country outside 
the fort, occupied himself with pioviding the necessary apparatus 
for its capture 

Nizam Shah had, at tlie time of starting on the campaign, 
written a lettei in the language of sincerity, giving an account of 
what was happening to Sultan Mahmud of Gujrat Now when he 
was ^recovering at Firuzilbad and the men vho had fled had 
assembled again, he sent Kjivajah Jahan vith a laige army to fight 
with Sultan Mahmud (Klialji) About this time information came 
that Sultan Mahmud Qujiati had arrived at the frontiers of the 
Deccan, with eight}’’ thousand horsemen Sultan Mahmud Kiialji, 
finding that he had not the strength to withstand him, started on the

which had been built by Kliw^ajah Jahan Fakjbr-ul-mulk , and spent 
two or three days there in pleasure and enjoyment The Khwajah 
offered as tribute handsome and valuable things and ‘Arab horses.

(to Sultan jMahmud Gujruti) He sent (or Kamal lUian and Safdar 
lOian and all the adherents of Sultan Mahmud whom Bahadur had 
kept m imprisonment to his presence and granted faaours and 
benefactions to them and ga\e them permission to go back to 
Gujrit He also ordered that the twenU ships belonging to Sultan 
Mahmud which Bahadur had looted should be made o\er to the 
Sultan 8 servants eo that the chain of inherited friendship and 
alliance might bo strengthened 

It has been narrated before that in tlie carh daas of the 
Sultan 8 reign all freshness and beauta had departed from the trees

iln the year 927 ah , Malik Baiitl placed Sultan Ahmad Shah, 
son of Mahmud Shah, on the throne, in the city of Bidar, vith the 
concurrence and advice of the amirs and I^ans , but he left only 
the name of hadshah to him , and kept him (confined) m lus house 
The amirs all took up their residences in their jdglrs , and v'ere all 
independent of one another The name of hadshah ivas given to

because he had only a small territory and only three or four thousand horse- 
men , and he was afraid that otherwise the rulers of the neighbouring countries 
would be tempted to seize Ahmadabad Bidar He also says that the Sultan, 
like his father, was satisfied with sensual pleasures As the stipend given to 
him by Amir Barid did not suffice for his expenses, he broke up the jewelled 
crown of the Bahmanis, which was valued at four hundred thousand huns 
(Col Briggs says in a note £1,60,000) , and sold the gems secretly When 
Amir Barid became aware of this, he put many musicians and others, who were 
in the palace, to death, and tried to get back the jewels, but was unsuccessful,

The Sultan sent men secretly to Isma‘il ‘Adil Khan, and complained of the 
hardships he suffered at the hands of Amir Barid Isma'Il ‘Adil ]^an sent an

Firishtah says that Ahmad Shah died m 927 a h , after a leign of two 
years and one month Col Bnggs (vol II, page 554) has the same year, but he 
reduces the duration of the reign to two years only.

he collected a bod> of men for the assassination of Amir Band and kept them 
concealed m the palace They were to seize Amir Band and his associates 
when they came to offer their salutations on the morning of the first day of the 
month When they came near tho Sultan s apartment one of the men who 
was hiding happened to sneeze The plot was discoiered The conspirators 
were tortured and put to death ond the Sultan was imprisoned and soon after

Hasan Bahri a commander of one thousand horse , and the latter gradually 
rose to be Niznm-ul-mulk Bahri, and by the fa\our of IQiwnjah Jahan Gawan 
was made iarafdar of Tilang In the text-edition it is

By this tune the fame of Shah T>ihu’s haining had spread all over the Dceean , 
and wlien Pli Muhammad came back to Ahniadnagar, and e\i)lamfd the reason 
of his long stay at Pniinda, and dilated on Shah Tahirs learning and wisilom 
Buihan Xi/nm-ul mulk, who was fond of the cocietv' of Icained men, invited 
Shah Tahii to come to ‘Ahinadnagai Ho came', and was icccivcd with gioat 
honour, and began to give lessons to the learned men of the capital Soon 
after this Shnh^acla ‘Abd-ul ejAthi, eldest son of Buihan Xiriim iiI mulk fell 
ill, and all the physicians wcie unable to effect his cine Then Shah Tahir 
suggested that he would be able to cine the piince, if Buihan Xiram-iil-mulk 
would make offeiings to the tweh'e Imams Buihan agiccd to do so, but 
Shah Tahir said that he did not suggest the making of offcimgs alone Ho had 
something else m his mind, but he would disclose it only if Biirhan would pro- 
mise, that m the ev^ent of his suggestion not meeting with Biirhan’s approval, 
he would allow him and his sons to depart to Mecca Buihan at once agreed, 
and bound himself by solemn oaths Then Shah Tahii mqiiiied that if the 
prince w'as cuied that night, would Buihan ngiee to read the Khutha in the 
name of the twelve Imams, and endeavour to giv'e curiency to the Shi'a form 
of religion Burhan agieed That night Burhan sat by the side of the bed 
of ‘Abd ul qadir , and fell asleep, placing his head on the edge of the bed Then 
he saw Muhammad and the twelve Imams m a dream , and the nes.t morning 
‘Abd-ul-qadir was cured Aftei that ‘Abd ul qadii and his mother, Amina 
Bibi, and all the members of the royal family accepted the Shl'a faith Burhan 
wanted that the names of the twelve Imams should be inserted at once m the 
KJ}utba , but Shah Tahir suggested that it w ould be better if he should convene 
an assembly, when the merits of the foui religious sects of Islam could be dis 
cussed The discussion continued for six months w ithout much effect Burhan 
Shah spoke to Shah Tahir , and said, he was unable to ascertain the supeiioiity 
of any of the religious sects discussed After further discussions, Burhan Shah 
described his dream at the time of prince ‘Abd ul qadii’s illness Then most 
of the members of the royal family and the great officers, etc , accepted the Shi'a

After his father ^ he sat in the latter’s place It is related tradi- 
tionally that Burhaii Ni/aiii-iil-mulk became enamoured of a "prosti- 
tute, and married her One daA he asked her in private, what persons 
she had liked best and pleased most, among the men who had visited 
her duiing the time that she had h\cd in her forinei waA She 
named four persons He had all four of them ser/ed, and gave orders 
for those helpless persons being put to death That piostitute was 
ealled Amina and Husain Nizam-ul-mulk was born of her

being panic stiiiclc loft the jilact and Xi/ain Shah Kfafdnitd it, and tnadf 
it over to l□l^\aJah Jahan, and ir fiirnod to Mnnadnacai 

Ho again opened negotiation' with Riiin Riij mnl pa‘^'mo tinoimli the 
Bljapiii tciiitor\ mot him m the ntichboinhond of Raioliiir , ami tluv -• ttlod 
that Rnichnr and MudKal should bo soi/od, and should Ijolonc; to Ram Ttiij 
and Sholapur and Gulbaiga to Bnrlian SliTih Thf% aorordingh ‘•ti/ifl fho-.o 
forts In OGO, Biiihan Sluih and Riim Rfij again nuadofl the Bijapfli t<rritor\, 
and settled that thoj' should besiege the fort of Saghn and Btgai, and shonltl 
seize the whole of the ncighboni nig tciiiton up to the ii\or Biinii and thrn 
seize Bljapui and Gulbaiga In 0()1 when tho\ ad%nnced towauU Bijapiir, 
‘Add Shah being unable to meet them letiiod to Paiifda Buihnn Shrdi was 
engaged m the siege of Bijapiii and was about to soi/o it when ho lell ill and 
going back to Ahmadnagai died tlioio Fnishtah points out that ‘Mahinfid 
Shah of Gujiat and Salim Shfdi Sfii died in the same \cni 

After the accession of Husain Nizam Shah and the death of IbinliTin Add 
Shah the foimer sent anibassadois to Ibinlnm Qntb Shrdi and thc\ maiched 
from their lespectne capitals, and mot at Gulbaiga and laid siege to it , and 
were about to capture it, when Mustafa raian Ardistain, the ministei of 
Ibrahim Qutb Shah persuaded the lattei to detach himself fiom Husain Nizam 
Shah, and the lattei had to return to his capital without attaining Ins object 
‘All ‘Add Shah who had succeeded Ibinhim ‘Add Shrdi now enteied into an 
alliance with Ram Raj and Qutb Shah in order to retaliate the injnii done 
to him Husain Nizam Shah sent Mullu ‘Ali Mazandarani to Daiia ‘Imad ul- 
mulk of Beiar , and the emissaij succeeded in bringing about an niton low 
between his mastei and ‘Imad ul mulk near Sonpat (the lith ed of Fnishtah 
says on the bank of the Ganges, but Col Biiggs sajs, nioie coiiecth, on the 
bank of the Goda\ari), and a maiiiago was ananged and celebiated with 
great splendour between the daughtei of ‘Imad-id-mulk, and Husain Nizam 
Shah 

Sometime after, m the jeai 967 a h , ‘Ah ‘Add Shah with Ram Rav and 
Qutb Shah advanced tow^ards Ahmadnagar Husain Nizam Shah s minister 
suggested that he should surrender the fort of Kalian to ‘Add Shah and make 
peace with the latter Husain Nizam Shah did not agree, and said that it 
would be a matter of discredit to him, if ho would suriender a foit which his 
father had conquered with the swoid The allies aiiived at Ahmadnagai wath 
one lakh of horsemen and two lakhs of foot soldiers Husain Nizam Shah 
left Ahmadnagai in charge of his officers, and retired towards Rattan, so that 
he might get Darya ‘Imad-ul-mulk, and Miran Mubarak Shah Fariiqi and ‘Ali 
Barid to unite ivith him It so happened, however, that l^an Jahan, brother 
of Amir Barid, who was m charge of ‘Imad-ul mulk’s affairs, not only dissuaded 
the latter from helping Husain Nizam Shah, but proceeded himself with five 
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rulers should meet a defeat when bj an act of fate a cannon, 
ball shot from the arm^ of Nuam ul mulk hit Ram Raj and I illed 

thou and horsemen and foot soldiera to devastate Husain Nizam blnhs 
territories He was however defeated bj Shah Miilla Muhammad Naishapur'

this demanded an explanation from Qulb Shah who without giving it left 
in the night and went hack to Golkonda Ram Raj and Add Shah finding it 
difficult to maintain their position retired to the town of Ashti and there 
planned that they should first seize the fort of Pannda and aftervrards return 
and capture Ahmadnagar Husain Nitam Shah then made overtures to Ram 
Raj for peace Ram Raj agreed on three conditions all of which Husain 
Nizam Shnh found it necessarj to accept Hi sain Ni am Shah made over the 
ke>s of Kalian to Ram Raj in fulfilment of one of the latter s conditions and 
he sent them to AIi Adil Shah

After this in 072 \ u, Husain Xi/ain Shrdi and ‘ \li ■\dil tshrdi entf 
into matrimonial and political alliances, nnd tin \ also s( cured the allin 
of the other Musalman so%crcigns, e\cij)t Rnrhiin Jmad u! imilk, for 
destruction of Ram Raj Xi/am Shah and Qiith Shall and ‘Add ShFdi and 
Barid nd\nnccd with thoir armies, and crossed llu Krishna, and cncainptt 
a distance of si\ J ardh’t from it Rftm Rfij mKanced with a foimidiihle nr 
to meet them , and they thinking (hat it would he imjiossihle do withstand li 
made o\crturcs for pence Riim Riij refused to listfii to them There wn 
gieat battle, m which the Hindus were defeated, innmK owing to the atta

When Salabat Khan ceased to be in the way ^Isma'Il became 
the vakil mutlaq (minister with absolute power) , and he and the 
woman Kattu acquired complete power and authority Isma'il com- 
mitted various acts of tyranny and oppression As he had made 
^ Hasan ‘All, son of Sultan Husam Sabazwari his ndyib, and had con- 
ferred the title of Mirza Khan on him, the latter when the tyranny 
and violence (of Isma'il) went beyond all bounds, got most of the 
amirs to join him, and made himself the vakil of Murtada Nizam-ul- 
mulk When he found the field unoccupied, the ambition to rule 
got into his head , and he released (Miran) Husain, the son of Murtada 
Nizam-ul-mulk, who had nearly attained his majority, and was 
imprisoned in a fort, and made him the ruler of the country ^ They

former was, or affected to be mad But evidently there was much method 
m his madness 

It may be mentioned here that Firishtah’s account of the events m 
^lurtada Nizam Shah’s reign is that of a contemporary, who took part m some of 
the e\ ents, which he has recorded According to his account, he was employed 
bj Murtada Nizam Shah to watch Nazir I^an, when the latter turned against 
him, and took up the cause of Shahzada Miran Shah 
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threw Murtida Isizam ul mwlk into a hot (Turkish) bath and shut 
all the doors and the poor man died of the heat The rule of 
Murtada >.i7ara ul mulk extended to twentj six \ears and some 
months

Before this however according to birishtah some of his associates

Joonere) and was keeping him concealed in his house vrith the object of placing 
him on the throne after deposing Husain Shah Tho latter ordered lllirzu I^Bn 
to be placed in imprisonment but when the accusation was found to be false 
he reinstated him and increased his honours Mirzu l^iBn suggested that 
m order to prevent future accusations of this kind all tho surviving male 
members of the royal family should be put to death and fifteen persons 
namely his uncles and their male offsprings were put to death in one day

upon made Shah Abul Hasan, son of Shah Tahir the amir jtnnia The latter 
reconciled the nobles, and the enemies finding it difficult to seize the citj, 
letired to then own countries , the Ni/am Shahls going back to Ahmadnagar , 
and Muhammad QulT Qutb Shah to Golkonda, but the latter left Amir Saiyid 
Z‘am-ul Astarabadi on whom he conferred the title of Mustafa Mian, to plunder 
the countrj' Upon this Ilthlas l^an sent Dilawar lUian to attack him , and 
he defeated him signally , and obtained much plunder From the hour of his 
victory, the idea of becommg the regent entered the mind of Dilawar IQian 
He returned towards BIjapur , and encamped at the towm of Alapur He 
flattered and deceived Ikblas Khan and then marching rapidly took possession of 
the citadel Ildilas lUian tried to storm it, but was defeated, and his partisans 
were killed by the cannon fired from the citadel , and he had to retire in the

of Golkonda and ruled for tventv-foui years and passed avai

fled m his childhood, w ith his uncle Ameer Alla Koolly , and came to the Deccan 
He returned howe^er to Hamadan with his uncle, ns he was then too joung 
to remain alone m the countrj' He came back howe\er Intci again with his 
uncle but the uncle went nwa^ , and he remained under the &-pecinl pro- 
tection of Sultan Mahmud BahmanT He defended the lattei with great 
gallantry, when he was attacked in the fort of Ahrnndabad Bidai, and after 
the campaign against IMalik Dinar HabshI he w as made go\ ernor of Tahngana 
Later he fought bravelj m Mahmud Shah’s campaign against the rebel 
Bahadur GilSnT Aftei the death of Mahmud Shah Bahmani on the 24th 
Dhi-hijja, 912 a h , May 12th, 1507 a d , he with the fi\e othei Deccan chiefs, 
threw off the small portion of allegiance, which they had up to that tune 
owed to the Bahmani Sultans He was killed by Mir Mahmud Hamadam, 
governor of Golkonda, when he was sittmg down at prayer, at the instigation 
of his third son Jamshid Qutb Shah on the 2nd Jamadi-iis sani 940 a h , 
4th September, 1543 These latter facts are taken from Col Briggs’s account 
According to Firishtah he was killed by a TuxlcI slave m 950 a h , when he 
was looking at some jewels The slave had been instigated by Jamshid 
Qutb Shah with the promise of being made a great ami7 , but he was slam by 
Jamshid, immediately after he had slam Sultan Quli Qutb Shah, so that he 
might not divulge his comphcity in the crime It is difficult to say exactly how 
long Quli Qutb Shah ruled as an independent prince According to Mr Sewell’s 
table (p 410) he reigned for thirty-one years from 1512 to 1643 A d

became verj snvago and ordered people to be put to death or imprisoned for 
shght offences A conspiracy was then formed to depose him and place one of 
his brothers on the throne Ho received information of this plot and im 
pnsoned hia brothers Haidar and Ibralum Tlie former died soon after and 
the latter went awaj to Btj8nagar Jam hid died of n high fever in 0 ah 

Col Briggs s account which is probably denvcil from the work he got hold 
of (see note I p 1C<) is entirely different except that he agrees in saying 
that Jamshid Qu^b Shah died m Oo a it I do not hovrever consider it 
necessary to giv e a summary of liis account as it can be referred to b\ anv bodv 
who 18 interested in the liiston 

t ]^iz&m ud dm gives no account of the reign of IbrAhim Qutb Shah Ho 
only mentions a few of the traits of his character As far ns this goes ho agree 
with Firishtah who mentions the same traits with some more details for 
instance Firishtah says that the nails which had been shown to him were the 
nails of the toes of his victims which were severed by being I eaten with sticks 
{taztyana) As regards his servants eating at his table he says that it v a 
the special servants {natdaran Lhasa) who had this privilege Firishtah al o 
says that he freed TahngSna from highv ay robbers so tl at merchants and 
wealthy people could travel from place to place m safety 

As regards the history of his reign Finshtah savs that he sought an asv him 
with Bam Raj during the reign of Jatnslud Qutb Shah After the latter a 
death the mm sters placed h s son who was an infant of two years of age on 
the throne but the Hakmls attacked the palace Then the ministers deter 
mined to send for Ibrahim Qu^b iil miilk and to place him on the throne 
They obtained permiss on from Ram Raj for bnnging him to Golkonda and 
when he came to the border of Bijanagar Muftafa hastened to receive him 
and he was made amir jumla or Pnme Minister 

After th s he m concert with Husain Nizam Shah invaded Bij pur m 96 j 
A H and laid siege to Gulbarga But he v as afraid of increasing the power 
of Husain Nizam Sh5h and went back to Golkonda and Husain N am SI h 
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For a very small offence lie inflicted strange punishments on the 
servants of God He ordered that the nails of his \ictims should 
be seveied from their fingers , and should be brought before him 
in a vessel Much food v as lirought, every day, to his table , and 
it had been so determined that all his sei vants should eat at his table 
He indulged m much ceremony in his meals 

He leigned for five and thirty %ears 

being unable to cniiy on the siege alone, retired to Ahmndnagnr Afterwards 
Adil Shah and Ram Rnj imaded the Xi/am Shilhi territory, and at their 
request, and somewhat against his will Ibrahim Qiitb Shah joined them , and 
thej' laid siege to Ahmadnagar The^ were about to take it, when Ibrahim 
Qiitb Shah left at midnight, and reined in precipitation to Gdlkonda , and 
Ram Raj and ‘Add Shah had also to raise the siege 

After that Ibrahim Qutb Shiili asked for the hand of Husain Niram Shah’s 
daughter , and at the latter’s request he agieed m concert with him to lay siege 
to Kalian There the inarriago feast was celebrated and the siege was begun 
Then ‘Add Shah and Ram Baj and Tufnl Kian and Amir Barld advanced 
against them, when Ibrahim Qutb Shah retired to Golkonda, and Husain Kiznm 
Shah to Ahmadnagar, hotly pursued by ‘Add Shah and Rom R5j They laid 
waste both the Ahmadnagar and the Golkonda territories , but peace was at 
last concluded , and Ram Raj and ‘Add Shah retried to their own territories 
Afterwards Murtada Nizam Shah summoned Ibralnm Qutb Shall to come and 
aid him in besieging the fort of Darur, belonging to ‘Add Shah , but before he 
could arrive the fort was taken He however joined Murtada Kizom Shah in 
the invasion of Bijapui ‘Add Shah now' sent to Murtada Kizam Shoh a letter, 
which Ibrahim Qutb Shah had -written to him, about actmg in concert wath 
him Nizam Shah became suspicious of Qutb Shah s fidehty , and Qutb Shah 
letinng in all haste to Golkonda, Nizam Shah looted his camp , and pursued 
his army, and took much booty and slew' large numbers of Ins men ‘Abd-ul- 
qadir, the eldest son of Ibrahim Qutb Shah then represented to his father, that 
if he received permission to do so, he would at once attack the Nizam Shahl 
army and defeat it Ibiahim Qutb Shah became suspicious of his son’s motives , 
and imprisoned him in a fort, and afterwards caused his death, by gi-vmg him a 
poisoned drink Ibrahim Qutb Shah died in the year 989 A H He had ruled 
for thirty-two years 

Col Briggs’s account (vol III, p 390) is slightly different He has a 
separate section for Soobhan Kooly Kooth Shah, the infant son of Jamsheed, 
who, he says, was seven years of age, when he was elevated to the throne 
Then as regards Ibrahim Kootb Shah, he says that in the latter part of his 
reign he conquered some territories in Onssa According to Col Briggs, Ibrahim 
Kootb Shah died on the 21st Rubbee-oos Sany 988 4 n , 2nd June, 1580

placed his foot outside the circle of obedience and fealty 2afar 
liiian equipped an army and advanced by rapid marches with a 
large force and elephants of the size of mountams to punish the Raja 
As he came with greit qmckness and proceeded to laj siege ^ the 
Raja had no time whatever to arrange for his defence He was 
therefore compelled to shut himself up and the victorious troops 
having overrun the country of Idar stretched their hands for plimder 
and rapine They raised to the ground every temple vhich thej 
found In a very short time there was such scarcity and famine 
in the fort that the ® Raja of Idar sent his taitls in great humility

ovn territory was more incumbent on him than the capture of the 
temple of Somnath advanced towards Nadarbar bj' rajiid maiches 
‘Add Kiian hearing this news returned to his ovn country Zafar 
Khan also returned to his headquarters at Pattan, after showing kind- 
ness to the inhabitants of the country 

In the year 797 ah, he again mustered his troops, and deter- 
mined to invade - Jai and Tar which arc situated to the west of 
Pattan, and after overruning some places and getting tributes from 
the headman of that locahty, advanced from there, with the purpose 
of destroying the temple of Somnath On the way he made the 
Rajputs food for his merciless sword , and wherever a temple appeared 
before his eyes, he raised and destroyed it 

When he amved at Somnath he burnt the temple down and 
broke up the idol He slew the kdjirs, and plundered the city He 
planned the erection of a Jdma‘ masjid, and having appointed the 
right men as directed by the sTiara‘, and leaving a thdna (mihtary 
post) there, retraced his steps towards Pattan 

Tn the year 799, news came to A‘zam Humayun that the Rajputs 
of ^ Mandalgarh had acquired such power, that the Musalmans 
there were abandoning their country and leavmg their homes, on 
account of the mjuries caused to them Zafar Khan collected the

took tribute from them and having fixci! the amounts of the annual 
tnbutc and ha\ mg assured himself about the snfetj of that tcmtor\ 
he hastened to jicrform a pilgrimage to the hoK tomb of the Shaikh 
of the pith of the Tnith M\littujnli "Mu In ml din Hasan SanjnrI 
He pillaged and plundere<l the towns in that countr\ and left no 
trace of cultnation and habitation After finishing this invasion 
he moved to the country known ns Dandwnna and hnMng plundered 
Dilwiira and Jalwura took n large number of prisoners and much 
bootj 3 He returned to Pattnn on the 17th of Ramadan in the joar 
800 AH As these campaigns had extended o\er three jenrs

When the emissarj^ delivered this message, the amirs consulted 
among themselvms, and sent Haibat Kiian who was the uncle of 
Ahmad Shah, with him As Ahmad Shiili lavished great favmurs 
on Haibat KJian, Eiruz Khan and the other Klians, becoming assmed 
of safety and favour, hastened to attend on him The latter cheered

the ruler there This Firuz Hian was alive long after the death of the othei

1 According to Firishtah Sultan Alimad invaded Karnal or Garnal or Girnai 
because he had heard a great deal in praise of the place, and because the Raja 
had never submitted to any Musalman prmco When he vas returmng from 
Karnal, he demolished a temple at a place called Saiyidpui, (it is curious 
that the place should have such a name) which was adorned with various gems 
and pictures It appears however from a quotation from a IMuhammadan his 
torian, apparently Firishtah, m Forbes’s Ras Mala, \ol I, page 329 (1856), that 
the name of the place where the temple was situated vas Somapooi 

Firishtah also says that Sultan Ahmad sent Malik Tuhfa, on vhom he 
conferred the title of Taj-ul-mulk on a jchal all over Gujiat , and the latter 
slew many, and laid the burden of the jtziya and IJiiraj on others, and converted 
many to Islam In 819 Sultan Ahmad himself went on a similar expedition

followed by his men came towards the battlefield, but although he

hood of Sarangpur, Sultan Hushang sent an eraissaiv, and behaving 
wnth great humility and submissiveness agreed to pay tribute "Wlien 
Sultan Ahmad saw' the humility and the weakness of the emissary 
he became ^ sure of his safety, and neglected to dig the ditch and to 
erect the zariba round his camp 

The same night, which w'as the 12th iMuharram in the year 826 
A H , Sultan Hushang made a night attack on the camp As the 
men were neghgent a large number was slain , among them ^ Samat 
Ray, Ra]a of the country of Dandw'ana, who was luUed wuth five

his own arms put them on him Ho also asked for leave to attack 
the cnemj The Sultan ordcrc<l AVoit a little while so that the 
light of the morning maj appear Mahk Juna was ogam sent to the 
camp so that he miglit make further enquiry and ascertain where 
Sultan Hushang was and how ho was occupied 

Mahk Junil returned and said that Sulfan Hwihanga troops 
were busj plundering the camp and lie himself was standing with 
a few others with all tlio ro>al liorscs and elephants collected round 
them Sultan Ahmad advanced with the tliousand horsemen who 
had come with Mahk Jluqarrab and JIahk Pond at the approach 
of the dawn which indeed was a dawn of good fortune to effect the 
destruction of Hushang It hen the («o forces met face to face the 
Sultan with his followers attacked the enemj and doing all that was 
demanded of lum in the waj of activity ond braverj inflicted wounds 
on Hushang and also received a wound himself Sultan Hushang 
also in spite of the wound exerted himself with great braverj About 
this time the ^ filbana attached to the Gujrat armj recognised Sultan

pur and Mahk Iftikhar-ul-mulk and Safdar Khan Sultani returned 
crowned with success and victory, and received favours from the Sultan 
Sultan Ahmad for reasons of state now started for Gujrat on the 
24th of Rabi'-ul-akhir of that yeai Sultan Hushang immediately

all sides The Rajputs at all times sallied out of the foil, and made 
violent attacks , and manj’' good men vcie slam Foi instance, they 
fell on a paiticulai daj^ on the hattei}'- of ‘Alain Khan Faiuql, and 
made a martyi of him Sultan ]\Iahmud made the siege such a close 
one, that the stones tin own by the balhstas sometimes fell in front 
of the Sultan’s tin one Although Ra 3 ’’ Mandalik made pioposals of 
peace and of the payment of tiibutc, thej’’ had no effect whatever as 
the Sultan had determined on the conquest of the fort 

In the end, Ray Mandalilv, in his extreme humihty and distress, 
piayed for mercy, and aftei surrendering the foit, took shelter -with 
all his Rajputs in the 2 hill of Karnal Sultan Mahmud performed 
the rite of offermg thanks, and occupied hmiself with settling the 
affairs of the countij’" After some daj^s, he laid siege to the hdl of 
Karnal In the end, Ray Mandalik, having no othei alternative,

this news reached Sultan Mahmud he conferred the title of Muhafiz

India (page 306) says something quite different According to it, while Malunud 
“wms besieging Gunar, Jai Singh, the son of Gangadas of ChampnnOr had been 
committing systematic brigandage and highway robboiy m the country between 
his stronghold and Ahmadubud Ho thoieforo sent Jamal-ud din IMuhammad, 
conferring on him the title of Iffuhufiz Khun to go\ orn this tract, and ho put 
■down thieiing and highway jobbery with such a firm hand, that the inhabi- 
tants, we are told slept with open doors” This is not quite coirect, 
Mahk Jamal-ud din, ox Muhafiz rainn w'os appointed holual and shahna 
of the city of Ahmadabfid, and not gox ernor of the country botw een that city 
and Champanlr There is nothing said in any of the histones of any connection 
between Jai Singh and the thieves and robbers, except that he allowed the rebels 
of Bar5da and Dabhoi to pass through his temtciy, and Mahk Jamal ud din is 
not said to hax e had anything to do with him except that he waited on the Sultan, 
xwhen the latter w'as marching against Jai Smgh, and w as appointed the vazzr 
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and ^^he^e\er there vis a good soldier he vas included among his 
retainers His power and splendour readied such a height that his 
son Alilik iUiJdr extorted tnbiitc from the Rajns of Baknr and Idar

expenses SuUan Glujath iid dm mustered his troops and advanced 
to and encamped in the town of ^ Ba Jclin Mlicn this new s reached the 
Sultan he left his amxrs at tlio different stations and marclicd himself

AS fai AS the to^\n of iDaluul lo meet him At Ihis place tlic news 
1 eachecl him, that ” Sultan Gliiyalh-ud-din had ‘'luit foi the leai nod men 
one day, and asked foi an expicssion of then opinion on the follow me 
point “ a budshdii of the Musalmuns has besieged a hill of the infidels, 
IS it light accoiding to the Shnud that J should loinfoicc and go to 
help the lattei ” The learned men s.iid, “it is not light” Sultan 
CT]iiya.th-ud-din nnmediAtcly went back to .Mandfi The Sultan on 
hearing this tune (of joyfulness) was delighted came hack to Chain- 
panir, and laid the foundation of a ^Jdimd mosque 

The umhs and the brndats now knew foi ceitain, that the Sultan 
w'ould not leave the place until the loi L should be conqueied, and made 
a veiy great effoit in planning the conquest When the constiuction 
of the coveied ways was completed, tlie soldieis m the Sultan s own 
batteiy saw' one day fiom the co\eicd way, that most of the Rajputs 
went away in the morning foi cleaning then teeth and foi then 
ablutions, and onty a few remained on the bastions When they 
lepoited this to the Sultan he oicleied that Qawam-ul-mulk 
on the following ^ day m the yeai 889 a h , at the true daw'n should

It so happened that a few daj s before this thej had shot a cannon 
ball on the rampart of the fort from the viestem side and sovoral 
cracks and fi'^sures had appeared in the rampart of the great citadel 
Mahk Ajaz Sultani availing him clf of an opportunitv went to tlio 
crack in the rampart with a bod^ of soldiers from that crack which 
was in truth the crack bj which the angel of the death of the garrison 
made his entrance thej rushed into tlio great citadel and bv waj of 
the 1 barah ascended to the top of the great gate At this time Sulfan 
JIahmud came to the top of the sabal and placing his face of humihtj 
m the dust offered prayers and as victory and triumph still dolajed 
he sent reinforcements The Rajputs being haras'ied and discomfited 
threw bombs filled with gun powder on the roof of the gate It so 
happened however that from the seat of divmo merev tho breeze 
of success and victor^' blow, (tho men on the top of tfio gate) seized 
those verj bombs and threw them into tho courtjard of the palace 
of Ray Ratal When the Rajputs found that things Iiad come to 
this condition at every place wliere they had arranged a ^auhar

Ahmad Shah as Khudawand Khan had conspired to place him on the throne

There is some diffe tnco as to the place where the merchants complamed 
to the Sultan Both the “yabaqat and Finshtah say that they came to M b m 
madahad and made their complamt there In the Mirat i Sikandan Bayley 
page ‘’16 it IS said he then went to Ahmadabad A party of merchants came 
to him complaimng etc from which one would mft r that the complaint was 
made at Ahmadabad The Cambr dgo History of India (p 310) sajs that the 
complaint was made when he was hunting at Halol near Champaner

was this that as the meichants vcic bunging the hoises and othei moi- 
chandise foi the Sultan, and he (the Raja) had taken them vith 
violence, he should at once guc back to the meichants cxactlv vhat 
he had taken fiom them othei vise he should be picpaicd to meet the 
angei and vrath of the Sultan When the meichants took the fat- 
man the Raja of Abu in gicat alaim, made o\er to them thiee hundred 
and seventy hoises, vhich he had inthcii oiiginal condition, and gave 
them the pi ice of thntj'-thicc hoises, vhich had become disabled

^ Sultanpur, Alf IHian fought v ith him, and son of the Qadl Mahk-ul- 
Mashaikh and some othei men veie slam in the skirmish in the end 
After much wandering Alf JChan sent a petition to the Sultan, con- 
taining an account of his great suffeiing and distiess and piaying 
for the pardon of his offences ^ As he was a Uianahzad (one brought 
up in the family, a hereditaiy servant) of the Sultan the latter drew 
the pen of forgiveness over his offences He came and waited on the 
Sultan in the year 901 a h , had the honoui of tendering homage, and 
had favours and kindness bestowed on him But as the star of his 
fortune was on the dechne, after three months he murdered his 
nd%b-i-‘ard (officer m-charge of petitions) ivithout any cause, and 
was put into prison, and died m prison

descendant of the rulers of Asii and Buihanpui on tlie thione of that 
kingdom, and Malik Ladan ]£lial]I, who Aias in possession of (the 
other) half of the country of Asir had taken up an attitude hostile 
to Malik Hisam-ud-din Maghfil, and had taken up a fortified position 
on the hill of Asii Sultan Mahmud, on heaiing of these happenings, 
advanced to i Thalnir Malik ‘Alain Shah, the ihdnadCa of Tluilnii , 
came and waited upon him, thiough the inteivention of ‘A/Iz-ul- 
mulk Sultani, thdnaddr of Sultanpui , and evacuating his tJidna, 
2 suirendeied it to the Sultan 

On hearing tins news, Nizam-ul-mulk Bahii left foui thousand 
hoisemen with ‘Alain Klian and Malik Hisam-ud-din and himself 
V ent to Kawil As Sultan Mahmud felt slightly indisposed in Thalnii , 
he lemained there foi some time, and sent A^af Klian, and Malik 
‘Aziz-iil-mulk, with a well-equipped aimy to puiush Malik Hisam-nd- 
din and ‘Alam Klian When these officers advanced ton aids Bui- 
hanpur, the tioops left hehmd by Ni/am-iil-mulk Bahii turned then 
faces to their own country, without (obtaining) the pei mission of 
Hisam-ud-din Malik Ladan Kiialji came forward to welcome Asaf 
Khan, and had an interview -with him Asaf Klian took hmi with 
himself to wait upon the Sultan Malik Hisam-ud-din also, ashamed 
and repentant, came and ]omed the Sultan’s camp, and both were 
honoured with kindness and favour After the ‘Id-ud-duha, at an 
auspicious moment, the Sultan conferred the tile of A‘zam Humayun 
on ‘Adil Khan, and bestowed on him lour elephants and ^thiity 
laTchs of tankas as a contribution towards his expenses, and entiusted 
to him the rems of the government and defence of Asir and Burhanpui 
He conferred the title of Khan Jahan on Malik Ladan, and gave him 
permission to go back ivith A‘zam Humajmn ‘Add IQian As 

Ghazni Khan, who was poisoned after a reign of ten daj^s Ahmad Nizam 
Shah now invaded Khandesh with the object of placing another scion of the 
Faruqi house, also named ‘Alam Khan, who had taken refuge in his court

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mounted and proceeded to ciicumambulate tlio tombs of the Shaikhs 
of Pattan, may the nieiey of God be on tliem all ' On the 4 th daj , ho 
started on the 301111107 to Ahmadabad and having (iicnmambnlated 
the holy tomb of 1 Shaikh Ahmad Khattu, ma^ his soul be ‘^aiu- 
tified > tinned tovaids jMuhammadabad As at this tune he felt vei y 
ill and veak, he summoned Shrih/ada iMuraffai lOiaii fiom the town 
of Baroda, and gave him pleasant adMcc Aftei font da\s, when he 
saw^ some signs of improvements m his health, he gianted leaie to 
the Shahzada to letuin to Baioda But aftei a few da^‘: the diner's 
increased and he became exticmelv infnni and weak 

At this time, one dav, Faihat-ul-niulk leiioitcd to him, that Shrili 
Isma'il, the Badshah of Iian, had ‘^ent Yadgai Btg Qazlba^^h, with 
a bod}’’ of other Qazlbashes with elegant picsents m the waj of an 
embassy He said - “May the gieat God not show me the face of 
a Qazlbash, who is (a follower of) the enemies of the ^ companions of 
the Prophet of God, may the benediction of God and salutation be 
on him' and of the peipetiatois of oppiession, and as a niattei of

If this IS the foundation of the statement in the Cambridge Historv of India, 
it scarcely justifies the positive assertion that is made there It also adds 
somewhat picturesquely that Mahmud sent a message to “the heretics bidding 
them begone ” This is also not mentioned anyw here as far as I ha\ e seen On 
the other hand, it is said both m the Tabaqat and by Fnishtah that he expressed 
a pious wish, that God might not show him the face of a Qazlbash and this 
actually happened for he died before Yadgar Beg could reach jMuhammadabad 
It would, in fact, appear that he could not be approaching Muhammadabad, 
if the Sultan had bade him begone

of all kinds hefoie Sultan Muzaffai and the Slnilizadas, and again

gave mfoimation to ^ Malik Ash]a‘-ul-mulk and Safdar raian, that 
Udaya Singh, Raja of had, with a hody of Rajput soldiei s of Rana 
Saiika and Ugai Sen Puiabia, come and weie Ijing in ambush behind 
a hill, and they wanted to make a night attack Ashja'-ul-mullc 
and Safdar KhSn without sending anj^ inloimation to iVIahk Ayaz 
Sultani, gaUopped to that place, taking two hundred horsemen with 
them There was a gieat battle Ugai Sen nas wounded, and fifty 
Rajputs fell on the battlefield, and the othei Rajputs fled IVlien 
Ayaz vSultani came to know of these happenings, he advanced vnth 
his army fully equipped to leinfoice and help Safdai Kiian When 
he leached the battlefield, he was amazed at the (gallant) efforts of 
Safdar Khan, and apphed the ointment of lundness on the wounds 
of the ghdzTs (victoiious heioes of Islam) 

On the follomng nioinmg, Malik Qawam-ul-mulk Sultani pene- 
trated into the hill of Banswala m pin suit of the men (i e , those who 
had fled), and did not leave a vestige of men and habitation there 
Ugar Sen, wounded as he was, went to the Rana, and told him all 
that had happened When Malik Ayaz aiiived at Manrlisor, and 
besieged it, Rana Sanka came to the aid of his thdnaddr, and haltmg 
at a distance of twelve Tcaiohs from Mandisor sent 3 the following

of Saiyid Mubarak’s affairs, the name of the youth, who was selected to bo the 
Sultan, w'as Ahmad Khan, and RazI-ul-Mulk was the name of tho man wdio w as 
sent to bring him from Ahmadabad Fiiishtah appears to agiee, though 
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name Radi ul mulk describing him *is a descendant of Sultan \hmad 
the founder of Ahmad ibid and in concert uith iMiriii Saijid 
Mubarak Bukhari and the other amirs iiho had escaped Mith their 
lives from the siiord of the ungrateful Burhan placed him on the 
throne of empire and gave him the title of Ahmad Shah Thej com 
forted the amirs bj confirming their jagirs I tmad I^lan kept the 
affairs of the kingdom in his own hand and left the newlj chosen 
Sultan nothing but the name and haMng obtained the whole poiver 
kept him (confined) in his house

men to the effect that the Sultan had gone to Wajih-ul-muUc’s house 
at night to cairy on an intrigue, and not being recognised, had been 
killed

Sayyid Yusuf came with their father to Bengal, and settled m Chandpur in 
Radha, of western Bengal According to Blochmann, hoMcvei, this Chandpur 
^\as really situated near ‘Aluipur in the present district of Khulna It appears 
also that although Sayjnd Husain adopted the title of ‘Alauddin Abul Muzaffar 
Husain Shah, he was universally Ivnov n as Husain Shah , and that name is foxmd 
on various mscriptions on the edifices in Gaur, and according to Blochmann 
{J A S B for 1873, page 291) “the name of ‘Husain ^ah the good’ is still 
remembered from the frontiers of Orissa to the Bralimaputra ” The statement 
in the Cambridge History of India (p 270) about the origmal name of ‘Ala ud dm 
Husain Shah being Sayyid ‘Ala ud-din Husain appears to be incorrect

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raised his o>vn special servants to high ranks and eminent positions 
He removed the paiks from the dutj of Match and vard so that no 
injurj might be caused to him by them He summoned learned 
great and pious men from different parts of the 1 ingdom and 
showed kindness to them He made ^e^J great efforts and exertions 
for enriching and improving the condition of tho country and he 
allotted manj villages for defra\ mg the expenses of tho alms houses 
attached to the tomb of that leader of the uajfarcrs (in tho path of 
the law) Shaikh Nur Qutb Alam maj his soul bo sanctified ' He 
came every jear from Ekdula which was the scat of his government 
to Panduah with the obicct of circumambulating tho tomb which 
was the recipient of illumination of Shaikh JMir 

Owing to the auspiciousncss of his laudable morals and pleasing 
virtues he performed tho duties of sovcreigntj for long jenrs and all 
his life w IS passed m pleasure and enjojunent And in tho end m 
the j ear 929 A ir he pa‘ssod awaj bj death from natural causes 
The period of lus roign was twontj seven jears and some months 

His oval deeds ceased after this He rcmovwl the pads from the v ork of 
watch and wartl and banished oU tho Habsh! and ho omplojoil Sjeds 
Murals and Afghans in position of trust Ho Bubjugatwl tho Rajas of the 
poimtry and ha\ ing conquered as for or On sa lev lod tribute from tbo rulers 
of that countrj Ho then mvoloil Assam and conquered that countrj ns far 
as Kamrup and Kimtah {Ki mnkahn (I) ) Ho loft his son there with o largo 
armv and returned to Bengal \ftcrwnrsl« wlion tl o rams commenced tho 
Rajas who had fled to tho mountains Totutnod and his nrmj was defeated 
and his son was slam 

Tho Riyar then mentions his chanties and las religious tndowments 
In the year 000 a h Sulton Hu am Shnrql on being defeated bj ?il andar 
Lodi took refuge in Kahlgaon (Colgoiig) wIk ro lio was recciv ed with lionour 
and where ho passed his remaining \cnrs 

Sultan Alau d din died of natural enu es in 9 7 a n Tie period of hi

and to assume the title of Naslr Shah and Qadir Shah Nasir Shah appears 
to have adopted some heretical practices, but I think the Cambridge History of 
India is wrong m assummg that Sultan Mahmud vas entirely actuated bv 
religious motives in his pioceedmgs agamst him It should be remembered that

feet At this time a great noise rose from the caravan and Sultan 
Hushang in the manner of a merchant tore handfuls of hair from his 
head and beard and said Mj merchandise has been damaged I do 
not ^vish to live Then with his soldiers he mounted the horses 
which had been already made ready and attacked the Raja s troops 
At the first onset the latter lost their firm foothold and the rule of 
their firmness and power was shattered Some of the men were made 
food for the sword and some fled The Ray himself was taken 
prisoner alive 

At this time Sultan Hushang revealed his identity and said 
I am Hushang Shah Qhun I have come to this country for (obtain 
mg) elephants The ia*.tra and amxrs of Jajnagar sent an emissary 
to wait upon the Sultan with the message that the\ were willing to 
agree to anythmg which the Sultan might wish The Sultan sent 
the reply There was no idea of deceit or fraud in the purpose of my 
coming I came to buy elephants My merchandise has been da 
maged I have seized the Raja as a hostage ui exchange of whom 
I would take elephants The ta %rs of Jajnagar sent 76 splendid 
elephants to him and also made their excuses Sultan Hushang 
returned tow ards his ow n country takmg the Ray w ith him When he 
passed the boundary of the Ray s territory he comforted him and 
tried to please bis heart and gave him permission to go back When 
the Ray arrived at his own capital he sent some more elephants to the 
Sultan 

On the way information reached the Sultan that Sultan Alimad 
had again invaded Malwa and had besieged the fort of Mandu When 
he arrived near 2 the fort of Kehrla he summoned the Raj of K.ehrla

calamit 5 ’-, and in tins case immense herds of them w'ould peiish, 
it IS fitting that 5 ’ou should turn the biidle of j'oui deteimmation 
tow'ards your owm capital 2 The necessaij’’ tiibute shall be sent 
soon aftei ” 

Sultan Ahmad’s mmd becoming composed ow mg to the (promise 
of) peace, he evinced negligence and carelessness in the guairbng 
of his troops, and m taking necessary precautions and care Sultan 
Hushang takmg advantage of this opportunity made a 3 night attack 
on the night of the 12th Muharram-ul-haram in the year 826 a h

of bloodshed and slaughter becamo so severe that both the Badshahs 
received wounds and m tho end Suit m Hushang fled and took shelter 
in the citadel of Sirangpur Seven of the Jajnagar elephants were 
seized bj Sultan Ahmad and on the 4th of Rabi ul akbir of that 
vear Sultan Ahmad turned towards Gujrat with Mctorj and 
triumph 

When Hushang became aware of this ho came out of tho citadel 
of Sarangpur with groat pride and audacity and started m pursuit 
Sultan, Ahmad turned round and confronted Inm The flame of battle 
blazed up between the two armies and at tlio first onset Sultan 
Hushang put the anii> of Gujrat into confusion Sultan Ahmad 
seeing this himself advanced into the battlefield and fought so 
well that the breeze of victor> and tnumph began to blow upon, the 
plumes of his standards Hushang again fled and took shelter in 
the fort of Sarangpur Then Sultan Ahmad returned to Gujrat It 
may be said that on tho v\liolo Sultan Hushang was distinguished bj 
braverj and high spirit but ho was not victonous in war and m most 
of ins battles after much striving and struggle ho had to fleo and to 
soil the skirts of his courage with the dust of flight When authentic 
information arrived that Sultan Ahmad had passed over the boundary 
of Gujrat Hushang went from Sarangpur to tho fort of Mandu Tho 
game jear after some dajs he repaired tho damage sustained by his 
army and advanced to conquer the fort of Kakrun and seized it 
in the course of a short time In tho same year he again advanced 
to conquer Gwaliar and by successive marches took possession of the 
neighbouring territory After a month and some days had passed 
Sultan Mubarak Shah son of iy,iizr Wian marched with an army by

towards Mandu, and the veiled one (his wife) with all the inmates 
of the harem fell mto Sultan Ahmad’s hands The latter followed 
the path of generosity, and after makmg necessary 3 preparations, 
sent them to Mandu, and sent five hundred horsemen with them to

His age at that time had attained to 34 jears In the whole of the 
country of Malua public prajers were read and coins struck in his 
name All the amirs were gladdened with kindness and favour and 
the stipends and rank of each were increased A number of them 
were selected and received titles Among these Mashir ul mulk 
had the title of Nizam ul mulk conferred on him and the rems of the 
vazarat w ere placed in his powerful hands Malik Barkhurdar received 
the title of Ta] Khan and the office of the pay master of the kmgdom 
was entrusted to him Khan Jahan received the title of A zam 
Humajun and an umbrella and white qiiiver which were specially 
reserved for sultans were bestowed on him and it was also settled 
that the harems and equerries of A zam Humayun should have staffs 
of gold and silver in their hands and whenever he should mount or 
dismount should saj in a loud a oice In the name of the benevolent 
and merciful God' which in tho5>e days was the exclusive privilege 
of sultans

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When the empire was firmly fixed on Sultan Mahmud, he devoted 
his energy to the support of learned and wise men , and whenever he 
heard of any person of great ability, he sent money to him, and 
summoned him He also estabhshed colleges m his kingdom, and 
granted stipends to the learned men and to students, and kept them 
occupied with imparting and receiving knowledge and learning In 
short, the country of Malwa m the period of his rule became an object 
of envy to Sbiraz and Samarqand 

As the work of the government was properly admimstered and 
aU the affairs of the kingdom acquired order, i Mabk Qutb-ud-din 
Shaibani and 2 Malik Nasir-ud-din Dabir, and a number of the other 
Hushang Shahi amhs, owmg to their envy, attempted to act 
treacherously in concert with 3 Malik Yusuf Qawam With the 
object of carrymg out their mtention, they placed a ladder one mght, 
and climbed to the roof of a masjid which was adjacent to the palace 
of Mahmud Shah From that place they came down to the court- 
yard of the palace, and were thmkmg what they should do next At 
this time Mahmud Shah appeared there, and with very great bravery 
came out of the house with his quiver bound round turn , and commg 
withm bow-shot wounded some (of them) About this tune

and rebellion His forces began to increase da> by da> and although 
Taj liban who had been nominated to suppress them sat doini at 
the foot of tho fort of Islamabad ho was unable to offcct anj result 
Ahmad Iidi in sent out a detachment every daj from tho fort and 
kept (the men at) tho foot of tho fort hotly engaged in battle Tuj 
hJian sent a petition and begged for reinforcements About this 
time scouts brought tho nous to tho Sultan that MaUk Anchha tho 
feudatory of Hushangabad and Nn^rat lOian tho feudatory of 
Chanderi had raised the flag of hostility and tho standard of revolt 
Sultan Mahmud sent A zam Humayun Indian Jahan to teach the 
rebels a lesson and to arrange all the affairs of the country When

The Cambridge History of India, page 357, does not mention this battle

There is no mention of Rana Konbha and of his army , and instead of the retreat 
mentioned by Nizam-ud-din and Firishtah, we have Sultan Mahmud advancing 
towards Chitor, and sending columns m different directions to harass the 
Rajputs and to reduce them to subjection Later on, however, on page 361, 
when givmg a summary of the qualities and achievements of Sultan Mahmud 
it says “The more famous column of Auctory at Clutor is said to commemorate 
Auctories over Mahmud of Gujarat and Mahmud of Malwa If this is so it, ‘like 
some tall bully lifts its head and lies ’ ”

got some slight advantage, but the precipitate action of a slave named Sikandar 
Khan, who had charge of the person of the child king, decided the fate of the 
day ” As a matter of fact the Deccan^army gained a decisive iictory and 
the Malwa army fled and was pursued for two larohs, and Sultan Mahmud’s 
camp was plundered , and the fate of the day was not decided by the precipitate 
action of the person in charge of the child kmg, but as so often happened in 
other battles, was due to the victorious troops having dispersed in search of

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on a horse and raising the royal umbrella over his head placed the

odd drugs in one duam of nutmeg The Sultan said, “This electuary 
cannot be used by me,” and ordered that it should be converted 
into a morsel of fire Someone said, “ Let it be bestoM^ed on someone 
else ” He said, “Alas' that I should prescribe for another, M^hat I 
do not consider right for myself ”

taking gieat care he cast his eyes on her beautiful face, he found some-

When I^Iedini Ray became acquainted vith this resolution, he 
said, “Mahmud Slulli is my benefactor, if his men vounded me by 
his 01 del , v hat business is it of 3 mnrs ? If the shadow of his greatness 
bo not ovoi oui head, Sult-an Miwaffar Gujrati vould completely'- destroy 
us ” The Rajputs vent back to their houses at the vord of Mcdini 
Rav, and the tumult subsided That night IMedinl Rtiy sent a humble 
message to the Sultan saying, “As dining the whole of my life I have 
never done anything but msh foi ymur welfare, and act faithfully to 
my’- salt, I have caiiiod my’- life m safety^ from the wounds If in 
reality, the affans of the kingdom can be bettei legulated by my’- being 
put to death, I have no objection even to that ” Mahmud Shah

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When this nows reached Ray Pithora, he sent Shadi IQmn Purahiya 
with five hiindicd Rajputs, in advance of himself, to put down ‘Tmad- 
ul-mulk Ho himself followed Shadi Khan with some thousands of 
Rajputs The Gujiat vaiiiois coming within bow-shot pierced 
the men who woio coming along in fiont of Shadi Klian vith their 
allows, and thoj'^ on receiving those hfe-scorching wounds fled like 
wounded pigs About this time Sultan Muzaffai Gujrati entered the 
foit by the same route When the eyes of the garrison fell on Sultan 
Muzaffar’s standaid, they loturnod to their houses and porfoimed

and five hundred horsemen drank the sharhat of martyrdom and 
a great defeat fell on Sultan Mahmuds army The latter hovevtr 
who \\Q,s extremely brave and courageous stood m the field of chnalrj 
with tvo or three horsemen and when the Rajput troops advanced 
against him he gallopped on his gray horse which was as swift as the

As it had become cleat to oveiyhodv that Sultan IMahmud would 
got no help oi leuifoicomont from Gujrat, and did not himself possess 
such a foice that he would bo able to meet an enemy with strength 
and powei, Batan Sen, son of Kana Sanka advanced into Malwa with 
gieat force It happened also that at this time Sultan Bahadur

note goes on for pages, and although Debul is occasionally mentioned, as on 
page 326, where Sultan Mu’izz-ud-Dm Muhammad i-Sam is said to have marched 
agamst it m 578 a h (1182-83 ad), and again on the same page where Sinan-ud- 
Dln Chanisar of Debal is mentioned as one of the seven petty Bands in Sind, 
when Malik Nasir-ud-Din Kaba-jah declared his independence and assumed 
the title of Sultan, I cannot find any indication of the exact situation of the 
place 

Earlier in the note (pp 319-321), however, Raverty gives some information 
about Debal from the accounts of the early English travellers One of the earliest 
ofr these, Walter Paynton, who accompamed Captain Christopher Newport in 
1612 says (p 320) that, “Boats were sent from Diul (Dewal) for conveying the 
Ambassadors goods and people Tata a great Citie one 

dayes journey from Diul, both cities standmg in the Great Mogolls Dominions ” 
Subsequent to this W Paynton, then Captain Paynton (p 321) mentions “Diul 
near the mouth of the nver Indus ” He then mentions the account of Diul in 
the narrative of Sir Thomas Roe’s embassy m 1615 and of Thevenot in 1665-66, 
and comes to the conclusion that “Debal or Dewal is said to have been in 1666, 
southernmost town of Sind, and its position is plainly stated in the account of 
Captain Newport’s landing The distance given as fifteen miles from 
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the turbulent people of that place looted that ship and seven other 
ships and took possession of all the property in them They also 
seized with the object of making them slaves a number of Musalman 
women who had embarked m the ship with the object of circum 
ambulating the Ka ba When these thirds were happemng a number 
of men fled and gomg to Hajjaj complained to him Hajjaj the son 
of Yusuf wrote a letter to ^Ray Dahir uho was the ruler of Hind 
and Sind and sent it to Muhammad Harun so that he might send 
it by the hand of some of his trusted serVants to Raj Dahir When 
Muhammad Harun sent the letter to him he wrote in replj that the 
act had been committed by robbers (pirates) and their power and 
pomp were so great that they could not be destroyed by his exertions 
and endeavours 

When this replj reached Hajjaj he solicited permission for the

An Account of Sultan Fibuz 

When Sultan Husain was overtaken by old age, he in his presence 
raised his eldest son, who had the name of Fiiuz Khan on the throne, 
and gave him the title of Firuz Shah, and had the pubhc prayers read 
in his name He then occupied himself ivith devotion and the worship 
of God The duties of the vazdiat remamed confirmed as before on 
‘Tmad-ul-mulk Tawalak As Sultan Firuz Khan was mexperienced and

When Sultan Husam passed away on account of illness {i e , 
died a natural death), on the folio wmg day, which was 2 Monday the 
27th Safar, Jam Bayazid, in concert ivith the nobles and the great 
men and men of high birth, raised Mahmud Khan, m accordance with 
the directions of Sultan Husam, to the seat of authoi itj^ and arranged 
for his accession But as he was of immature yeais he associated

While these thmgs u ere happening one day he sent for the head 
men of some town m order to collect revenue from them and for 
other matters As some of the headmen showed some turbulence 
Jam Bayazid said Let the hair on the heads of these men be shaved 
off and let them be paraded round the city The slanderers ivent 
to Sultan Mahmud and told him that Jam Bayazid had commenced 
to punish and to insult even some of the servants of the Sultan that 
he does not present himself in the Dttian (or the royal court) and 
sends his son Alam |^an It is advisable on the score of the Sultan s 
greatness that Alam l^an should be insulted in the Sultan s majlis 
bo that there might be a stam on the condition and digmty of the 
Jam and he be disgraced and degraded in the eyes of men 

Alam Riin was a young man of ability and ^>as distinguished 
above the men of his rank for the elegance of his person and of his 
nature It so happened that he came one day to offer hia respects to 
Sultan Mahmud He was totally unaware that the men who ivere 
envious of him had made a plan for humihating him When he 
arrived in the presence of the Sultan one of the courtiers asked him 
What fault had been committed by such and such headmen that 
Jam B ij azid should have had the hair of their heads shaved off and 
should othenvise have disgraced them It would be just that in 
return for that the hair of your head should be shaved off As such 
ivords had never before been used to Alam Rian he protested and

By accident the point ol the daggei stiuck the foiehead of 
Sultan Mahmud, vho, standing at the head of the men who were 
wiesthng togethoi, was amusing himself, and he fell doivn on the 
ground gioaiung and lamenting and bleeding piofusely from the 
wound The men who had laUeii upon ‘Alam Khan now kept then 
hands off him and turned to the Sultan ‘Alam Klian, who had received 
many blows, fled baie-headed toi feai of his life When he leached 
the gate he found that it was locked, but exeitmg all his strength he 
broke the boaids of the dooi and went out and taking a sash from 
one of his servants, bound it lound his head, and proceeded on his 
way 

When he airived in the presence of the Jam Bayazid and explained 
what had happened, the Jam said, “Oh my son, vhat you have done 
has become the cause of (oui) shame m both the woilds, but as it is 
not possible to remedy it now, go to Shor mth all quickness, and send 
the whole of the army with all despatch , so that before Sultan Mahmud 
should have collected all his troops, I may send all my men to Shor ” 
He sent ‘Alam Khan immediately to Shor, and when his aimy arrived 
from there, he struck the drum foi the march, and staited foi Shor 

Sultan Mahmud on hearing this news nominated some of the 
amirs to pursue him When the two armies approached each other. 
Jam Bayazid turned round, and took up a position and the war-hke 
men belonging to the two armies went forward and fought bravely 
with each other In the end, Jam Bayazid defeated the Sultan’s 
army, and proceeded towards Shor When he arrived there, he 
had the pubhc prayers read, and the coins struck, m the name of 
Sultan Sikandar, son of Bahlul, and explaining all that had happened 
in a petition, sent it to him The latter sent a farmdn of encourage- 
ment, and a robe of honour to Jam Bayazid, and wrote anothei 
farmdn to Daulat Iflian Ludi, who was the governor of the Punjab 
to the effect, that “As Jam Bayazid has appealed to me for protection, 
and has read the pubhc prayers in my name, it behoves you that you 
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should make jot>r?clf acquainted >vith all the circiim>5tancc3 and 
should not hold > ourself c\cu««<l from Iielping and a listing him 
and whenever lie should be in need of aiiv remforrement jou should 
go 5 ourself to give it to him 

After some dajs Suit in Mabniud collected all his armj and 
advanced towards Shor Tam Ba^azul and Alam Khun in concert 
with their men tame out of Shor and met tlicm at a distance of ten 
karohs from that place ind encamped with the river Ravi in front of 
him Jam Bavazid al o ent a letter to Daulat Khan Liidi and notified 
him wath what had Inp[>ened No lialtle had jet tal cn place between 
the armies of Sultan Mahmud aiul Jam Ba_) i7id when Dvulat Khan 
came vnth the armj of the Punjab to rcinfore*c lam Bajaziel and 
sending men in whom he had confidence to wait on Sultan Mahmud 
began negotiations for an amicable Bcttlemcnt and in the end through 
hia cxertioas a settlement was cfiectcd on the bisis of the river Ravi 
being rocogmzcd as the boundarj between the territories of the two 
parties and noitiicr psrtj trmsgrtssiiig it Daiilat Khun Ludi then 
sent Sultun ‘Nlahmud to >[uUan and escorted Jam Bu^azid to Shor 
and from there he went batl to Lahore Butin spito of the fact 
that a man like Diulat j^an Ludi had intervened to cfTcct the peace 
it did not have any stability 

About this time ^Mir Jakar /and enmo to Multan from the 
direction of Sowi with liis two sons Mir 3 Al! ihdad ami Mir blmhdad 
Mir ^Shalulud was the firbt man who promulgated the Shi u religion 
in Multan As Malik Suhrab Dudui was held in great honour by the

Multan Mail}’’ aaisc men IcaAong their biithplace took up their lesi- 
dence in Shor, and he summoned a number of them AAith much eager- 
ness Among them he jnayed His Holiness Maulana ‘Aziz-ul-lah, Avho 
AA'as a disciple of Maulana Fath-ul-lah, A\ith gieat sohcitude to come to 
Sh5i When the lattei ai lived neai )Sh5r, he met him AAith gieat 
lespcct, and bunging him A\ith gieat honoui into the cit}’’, took him 
AAuth gieat couitesy to his OAvn haiem, and oideied his oAvm servants 
that the^’’ should poui AA'atei over his Iiands, and he also diiected that 
they should poui that AA^atei at the four comers of the house, for the 
sake of the good fortune AA^hich it would bung to it 

A AAmndeiful story has been told of Shaikh Jalal-ud-din Quraishi 
who Avas the vaJdl (minister) of Jam Bayazid, AA^iich, though it has 
no bearing on the subject mattei (of this historj'^), but, on account 
of its miraculous nature and to guard it from the evil of neglect, 
IS being Avritten doAAm here with the pen of musk-like fragrant wilting 
They narrate that Avhen His Holiness Maulana ‘Aziz-ul-lah came to 
Shor and AA'-as received AAuth gieat respect and honour, greater than 
what the men of the age had expected, from Jam Bayazid and the 
latter took him into his own harem, and ordered the maid-servants 
to wait on him Shaikh Jalal-ud-din Quraishi sent a man to AA^ait on 
the Maulana vuth the message that the Jam Bayazid sends his prayeis 
(foi the Maulana’s weU-being), and his object in ordering the maids to 
attend before him Avas this that as he had come unattended by any 
one, if he would notify whichever of them finds favour in his eyes, 
she Avould be sent to serve him The Maulana sent a verbal reply to the 
effect that “God forbid I that any man should cast an evil eye on the 
maids m the service of his friend, and besides the age and years of 
this faqlr do not agree AVith such an insinuation ” When the servant 
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of Maulan\ Aziz ul lali went and gave the message to Jam Bajazid 
the latter said I have no knowledge whatever of such a message 
The Maulana Mas ashamed and said May the neck of the man m ho 
has done this thmg be broken and without going to see the Jam 
he took his way to his own house and before the neus could reach 
the Jam he had passed beyond the boundary of the latter s territory 
In the end it came to pa^ as had been said by the Maulana for 
■when Shaikh Jalal ud dm returned from the service of Sultan Sikandar 
and came to Shor one mght his foot sUpped when he uas on the 
terrace (of his house) he fell on his head and his neck was broken 

When His Majestj Firdus Makani Zahir ud dm Babar Badshah 
Cliazi took possession of the Punjab in the year 930 A h and marched 
towards Dehh he sent a farmdn to Mirra Shah Husain Ar^un the 
ruler of Thatha that he had bestowed Multan and the neighbounng 
terntory on him Mirza Shah Husain Argliun crossed the river 
near the fort of Bhakkar and tho blast of the wrath of the God began 
to blow and inundation of arrogance began to flow Sultan Mahmud 
on hearing this news trembled for fear and collected his troops and 
coming two stages out of the city of Multan sent ShaiUj Baha ud din 
Quraishi who was the successor of the Shaikh ul Islam Shaikh 
Baha ud dm Zakarij a may his soul be sanctified * as his ambassador 
to Mirza Shah Husain and he made Maulana Bablul who in the beauty 
of his diction and in the expression of his meamng was far in advance of 
the age to be the assistant of Shaikh Baba ud dm When the latter 
arri\ed in the camp of Mirza Shah Husain the latter treated them 
mth courtesj and respect and after the former had performed his 
duties as ambassador Mirza Shah Husam said in reply My object in 
coming was to look after the traimng of Sultan Mahmud and for 
making a pilgrimage to the tomb of Shaikh Baha ud din Maulan i 
Bahlul said What w ould happen if the training of Sultan Mahmud 
should be left to His Hohness the asylum of the Prophetship may the 
benediction of God be on bira and on his descendants* for he has 
gi\ en him the necessary spiritual traimng and as to the second matter 
Shaikh Baha ud dm has himself come to attend on you and what 
necessity is there for your takmg further trouble in the matter 
When Shaikh Baha ud din came back to Sultan Mahmud the latter 
died the next mght of an attack of cohe The surmise of some men 
was that Langar Rian who was a slave of the dynasty had 
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admimsteied poison to Jnm His deaili took place in 031 ah , and 
the penod of his lule was twenty-seven yeais 

An account oe Sultan Husain, son of Sultan jMahmud 

When Sultan Malnnfid liad passed an ay, Qawain IGuTn Lankali 
and Langai Khan, avIio were the coinmandcis of Sultan Mahmfid’s 
aimy, took the path of flight and joined Mh/a Shah Husain They 
leceivcd sneh favoiiis as then heaits vished loi, and bi ought the tovms 
(appertaining) to Multan under the rule ol the Mirza The rest of 
the amhs of the Lankah tribe, being discomfited, leturned to Multan 
There they gave Sultiin Husain, son of Sultan Mahmud, vho had not 
yet passed the age of infaney, the title of Sultan Husain, and read 
the public prayers in his name Although thev gave the name of 
Sultan to him, yet Shaikh Shuja‘-ul-mulk Biikhaii, vho ivas the son- 
in-law of Sultan Mahrnfid, assumed the name of vazir, and took 
upon himself the administration of all matters of State He was, 
liOAveAmr, vuthout any experrence, and althougli tliey did not have 
provisions sufficient for even one month in the fort of Jlultan he decided 
on defending it Mliza Shah Husain consideiing the death of Sultan 
Mahmud the means of his conquering Multan gave the people of the 
city no time for preparation for defence, and galloped in, and laid 
siege to the fort When the siege had lasted for some days, the 
soldiers distressed by hunger, came to Shaikh Shuja‘-ul-mulk,i who 
was the minister responsible for the rum of the country of Multan, 
and said to him, “Our horses are yet fresh, and we find the strength 
of fighting in ourselves It is better, that having divided the troops, 
we should advance to the field of battle It may be that the breeze 
of victory and triumph would blow on us The other alternative is 
to guard the fort in the hope of reinfoi cement and help, but there is

Maulana Sa‘d-ul-lah has nariated the folloving about himself,

our house, and at first a man seized my fathei, aaIio bore the name 
of Maulana, IbiTdiTm Jama‘, and AAdio seated on the 7nasnad oi carpet 
of teaching had for five and sixty years given lessons in various branches 
of leaimng, and had toAvards the end of his hfe become bhnd, and 
began to treat him AA^th insult and contumely Others came in, and 
suspecting from the cleanliness of the house, and the elegance of -the 
buildings that the mmates were Avealthy people, one of them seized 
me as a captive It so happened that that man took me as a present 
to the vazli of the Mirza, and it also so happened, that the mzh AA^as 
seated at that time m the courtyard of a house on a AAmoden seat 
He gave orders, in comphance AAuth Avhich the man put a chain on 
my feet and tied the end of it strongly to a leg of the vazli’s seat 
The tears were floAAong freely from my eyes, and I was weepmg chiefly 
on account of the condition of my father After a httle while the 
vazlr sent for a ^ receptacle for pens, etc , and after mending his pen

Mffien the luin and desolation of Multan reached a pomt, that no one 
could even thinlc that it would again become populous and flourishing, 
the Mirza, consideiing the fuither administration of the affairs of 
Multan an easy mattei , left a man of the name of IQiwajah Shams-ud-din 
to guaid it, and making Langar Klian his assistant letuined towards 
Thatha Langai Klian having encouiaged men from all places again 
restoied Multan He combined vnth the people of the place and 
removed Ifliwajah Shams-ud-din 3 bodily and took independent 
possession of the place 

Wlien His Majesty Firdiis Makani departed fiom the world, 
and the position of the Sultan of the great country of Hindustan 
devolved on his Majesty Jinnat Ashiani, the lattei made over the 
country of the Punjab to IMiiza Kami an as his ndglr The latter 
sent some of his men and summoned Langar Klian to wait upon him 
When the latter arrived at Lahore, and was honoured by being allowed 
to wait on Mirza Kamran, the latter bestoAved the teiritory of Babal ^

on him in exchange for Jliillan He also appointed a place nt the 
extreme end of the inhabited part of Lahore for the residence of 
Langar Wian This place la now known as the Dai rah of Lanj,ar 
^un and has become one of the residential an as of the citj of L ihore 
From this time JIultun again came into the possession of the Sultans 
at Dehh After the death of Mnvu Kamran it descended to Shcr 
Khan and from him to Salim Kliuii and from them to the agents and
